REGULATIONS   FOR  CIRCULATION  OF  BOOKS. 

Any  resident  of  Southbridge  is  entitled  to  take  books  from 
the  Library  on  subscribing  to  the  regulations. 

Persons  temporarily  resident  may  take  books  provided 
they  furnish  sufficient  guarantee  or  make  a  deposit  of  two 
dollars,  which  sum  shall  be  returned  upon  the  return  of  the 
card  to  the  Library. 

The  borrower's  card  must  be  presented  when  a  book  is 
drawn,  returned,  or  renewed. 

Notice  of  the  loss  of  a  card  must  be  left  at  the  Library  a 
week  before  ne^  card  will  be  given  out.  Or,  a  lost  card 
will  be  replaced  at  once  upon  the  payment  of  5  cents. 

Two  books  may  be  taken  at  a  time  upon  one  card,  but  only 
one  of  the  two  may  be  a  work  of  fiction  or  an  unbound 
magazine. 

A  book  may  not  be  exchanged  the  same  day  that  it  is  drawn 

Books,  except  those  otherwise  marked,  may  be  kept  two 
weeks  and  may  then  be  renewed  for  two  weeks  more.  One 
week  books  may  not  be  kept  in  one  household  longer  thtm 
that  time  and  mav  not  be  renewed. 

A  fine  of  two  cents  a  day  will  be  charred  for  each  Library 
day  that  a  book  is  kept  over  time.  Any  person  owing  a  fine 
shall  draw  a  book  but  once  while  the  fine  remains  due,  and 
the  borrower's  card  shall  thereafter  be  retained  at  the 
Library  until  the  fine  is  paid. 

No  pen  or  pencil  marks  shall  be  made  on  any  book. 

The  person  to  whom  a  book  is  charged  shall  be  held  respon- 
sible for  loss  or  injury  beyond  reasonable  wear:  when  a  set 
is  broken  by  the  loss  of  a'book,  this  responsibility  shall  ex- 
tend to  the  whole  set. 

A  person  wishing  to  draw  a  book  not  fiction  which  is  out 
of  the  Library,  may,  by  leaving  a  postal  card  b*  notified  of 
its  return  and  have  it  retained  for  not  more  than  24  hours. 
<  )  titer  wise  no  book  shall  be.  laid  aside  for  any  reader.

CEMETERY  COMHITTEE. 


Report  of  Cemetery  Committee. 

The  work  of  the  Superintendent,  Samuel  Williams,  for  the 
past  year,  has  been  to  the  satisfaction  and  approval  of  the  Com- 
mittee. We  submit  his  report  which  fully  explains  the  kind 
and  amount  of  work  done  during  the  past  year.  The  Cemetery 
Fund  now  amounts  to  $9,574.25,  a  gain  of  $525  during  the  past 
year.  All  receipts  from  the  sale  of  lots  and  perpetual  care  go 
to  increase  the  permanent  fund  and  owing  to  the  thoughtful- 
ness  of  the  citizens  in  attending  to  these  matters  it  is  expected 
that  the  interest  of  the  fund,  will  in  a  few  years,  be  sufficient  to 
pay  all  expenses  connected  with  the  care  of  the  Cemetery.  We 
believe  that  we  have  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and  best  kept 
Cemeteries  in  the  state  and  we  trust  that  the  citizens  will 
co-operate  with  the  Superintendent,  as  heretofore,  in  making  it 
yet  more  beautiful. 

The  investment  of  the  fund,  as  required  by  the  town  by-

Superintendent's  Report. 

To  the  Cemetery  Committee  : 

Gentlemen:  The  same  ideas  and  improvements  as  recom- 
mended by  you  last  spring  have  been  carried  out. 

The  grading  of  the  land  near  Coombs  street  entrance  is 
completed,  it  contains  about  140  lots  which  will  when  sold  realize 
about  $7,000.  It  will  have  to  be  resurveyed  before  the  lots  can 
be  offered  for  sale. 

I  commenced  the  removal  of  the  sand  bank,  carting  the  sand 
to  the  adjacent  low  land  which  needs  to  be  filled  from  2  1-2  to 
4  1-2  feet  in  depth.  It  will  probably  require  nearly  all  the  sand 
to  do  the  filling.  When  the  bank  is  removed  and  the  low  land 
brought  up  to  the  grade  it  will  add  much  to  the  beauty  of  the 
Cemetery. 

If  the  town  should  think  best  to  do  the  above  work  this 
year,  also  build  the  pond  on  the  east  side,  it  will  complete  all 
the  heavy  improvements  after  which  a  small  appropration  will 
be  sufficient  to  keep  the  yard  in  order.

Librarian's  Report. 

The  number  of  books  issued  for  home  use  is  19696,  a 
slight  gain  over  last  year.  Fiction,  French  books,  and  maga- 
zine literature  have  each  decreased  in  circulation  under  one  per 
cent.  The  circulation  of  children's  books  shows  a  trifling  in- 
crease. The  combined  increase  in  circulation  of  history,  biog- 
raphy, travel,  science,  and  literature  is  nearly  2  1-2  per  cent. 
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These  figures  mark  but  slight  variations,  but  show  a  tendency 
which  is  in  general  encouraging. 

Two  hundred  and  twenty-six  new  readers  have  registered. 
531  volumes  have  been  added,  14  have  been  removed,  making 
the  total  number  of  volumes  in  the  library  17246.  40  volumes 
have  been  replaced,  32  have  been  rebound.  In  the  annual  in- 
ventory 6  books  were  missing;  it  is  likely  that  some  of  these  can 
be  accounted  for  later.    Other  statistics  follow  this  report. 

Among  the  more  notable  purchases  of  books  are  a  revised 
edition  of  Chambers's  encyclopaedia,  the  Warner  library  of  the 
world's  best  literature  'in  30  volumes),  a  new  atlas  of  Worcester 
county,  the  last  15  volumes  of  the  New  England  historical  and 
genealogical  register,  the  history  of  the  Lewis  and  Clarke  ex- 
pedition to  the  sources  of  the  Missouri  river,  Britton  and 
Brown's  Illustrated  flora  of  the  northern  United  States  and 
Canada,  and  Vallance's  William  Morris. 

In  the  periodical  list,  Le  monde  moderne,  New  England 
historical  and  genealogical  register,  Recreation,  and  the 
builder's  edition  of  the  Scientific  American  are  added. 

A  new  bookcase  has  been  placed  in  the  reading  room. 
The  worn  and  unsightly  floors  have  been  covered  with  a  cork 
carpet. 

The  classification  of  the  books  is  being  continued  as  fast 
as  there  is  time  for  it  apart  from  the  regular  work  of  the  libra- 
ry. A  classified  list  of  books  of  travel  has  been  printed  since 
our  last  report.  We  hope  within  a  few  months  to  have  printed 
a  classified  list  of  the  history. 

No  account  is  kept  of  books  consulted  in  the  library  but 
so  far  as  we  can  judge  without  statistics  the  reference  use  of 
books  seems  to  hive  been  more  than  last  year.  The  librarian 
gave  a  short  talk  to  the  pupils  of  the  high  school  on  some  com- 
mon reference  books  and  how  to  use  them. 

The  museum  has  had  frequent  visitors,  most  of  them 
children. 
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Gifts  have  been  made  to  the  museum  by  Miss  Fidelia 
Simpson,  Mr.  J.  N.  Larned,  Mr.  W.  H.  Clarke,  Mr.  Michael 
Earls,  and  Mr.  W.  J.  Litchfield.  Names  of  persons  who  have 
given  books  appear  in  the  list  of  donors.  We  are  indebted  to 
Mr.  Roland  Harper  for  adding  to  our  fern  collection.  The 
local  newspapers  have  done  the  library  a  real  service  in  printing 
weekly  lists  of  books  and  items  of  library  interest.  We  have 
been  glad  to  observe  that  these  lists  are  read  and  found  useful. 

In  the  summer  of  1C98  we  joined  the  Library  Art  Club. 
Through  the  club  we  have  had  three  exhibitions:  in  October 
original  drawings  lent  by  the  Youth's  Companion;  in  December 
photographs  of  Florence,  Ita'y;  in  February  views  of  New 
England  scenery  furnished  by  the  Boston  and  Maine  R  R. 
There  will  be  other  exhibitions  later. 

Heretofore  the  library  has  never  been  open  on  Sundays, 
While  we  were  not  aware  of  an  urgent  demand  for  Sunday 
opening,  we  considered  it  only  just  to  the  public  that  the  ex- 
periment should  be  made.  In  case  the  attendance  should  be 
insufficient  to  warrant  a  continuation  of  the  plan,  we  should 
have  the  satisfaction,  at  least,  of  feeling  that  the  library  was 
not  unused  on  Sunday  because  the  opportunity  to  use  it  was 
denied.  Accordingly  the  newspaper-  and  reading-rooms  were 
opened  from  3.30  to  8  o'clock  p.  m.  on  Sundays  from  Nov.  1  to 
April  1.  No  books  are  issued  for  circulation,  but  any  book  in 
the  library  can  be  read  there.  It  has  not  been  possible  to  keep 
account  of  the  attendance  in  the  newspaper-room,  as  that  is 
without  supervision,  but  the  total  number  of  visitors  in  the 
reading  room  in  the  sixteen  Sundays  to  March  1  has  been  321, 
the  largest  34,  the  smallest  10,  an  average  of  20. 

The  librarian  has  attended  during  the  year  meetings  of  the 
Mass.  Library  (  Club  and  the  Bay  Path  Library  Club  and  the 
annual  conference  of  the  American  Library  Association  at 
Chautauqua.

Farm  and  Almshouse. 

Amount  of  orders  drawn  in  this  department,  $2,447.29. 

Whole  number  of  inmates  during  the  year,  twenty-five,  with 
an  average  of  twenty  all  the  year. 

The  net  cost  of  $2.22  per  week,  includes  services  of  super- 
intendent and  matron,  hired  help  and  telephone  service.  The 
difference  in  the  net  cost  this  year  and  last  is  caused  by  a  gain 
in  the  inventory  last  year. 

This  year  there  was  a  shrinkage.  The  farm  did  not  pro- 
duce as  much  this  year  as  last. 

The  Overseers  had  all  the  old  beds  removed  and  new  iron 
beds,  mattresses  and  white  spreads  put  in,  also  one  dozen  and  a 
half  of  chairs  and  a  couch  for  the  inmates,  which  adds  to  the 
net  cost. 

For  the  ensuing  year  we  recommend  an  appropriation  of 
$2,000,  same  as  last  year,  and  $200  for  repairs;  The  balance  in 
this  department  is  $463.39. 

The  management  of  the  property  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George 
F.  Northup,  as  superintendent  and  matron,  for  the  past  twenty 
years  has  been  to  the  satisfaction  and  approval  of  the  Overseers. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Northup  decline  to  serve  another  year.  The

Overseers  have  engaged  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  McDonald  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

We  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  much  needed  altera- 
tions to  the  interior  of  the  almshouse  The  sanitary  arrange- 
ments of  the  house  are  very  poor  there  being  only  one  bath-tub 
in  the  house  and  that  is  situated  in  the  laundry  and  not  supplied 
with  hot  or  cold  water.    In  winter  it  is  impossible  to  use  it. 

We  have  but  one  furnace  in  the  house  and  it  is  impossible 
to  keep  the  old  people  warm.  We  recommend  putting  in  steam 
and  to  allow  the  erection  of  an  addition  to  the  present  almshouse 
so  the  sick  and  very  old  can  be  kept  warm  and  be  on  the  first 
floor.  We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $2,500  be  appropriated 
for  this  purpose. 

The  present  building  is  too  crowded,  and  there  is  no  oppor- 
tunity for  the  proper  separation  of  the  sexes.  The  building 
asked  for  would  remedy  such  a  condition  of  affairs  and  we  again 
respectfully  ask  that  the  needs  of  this  department  be  considered.

Report  of  School  Committee. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Southbkidge: 

The  principal  school  event  of  ihe  year  has  been  the  erec- 
tion and  occupancy  of  the  new  Grammar  school  building  on 
Marcy  street.  After  full  twenty  years  persistent  effort  of  con- 
tinually changing  Committees,  the  town  is  to  be  congratulated 
on  the  possession  of  a  finely  located,  elegant  and  commodious 
building,  probably  unsurpassed  in  any  town  of  this  size  in  the 
star/*.  No  more  profitable  investment  can  be  made  than  what- 
ever adds  to  the  comfort,  convenience,  and  attractivness  of 
school  accommodations  The  highest  qualification  of  a  teacher 
is  enthusiasm,  fo-  this  implies,  inspires,  or  produces  almost  every 
other  qualification.  And  scarcely  anything  can  more  surely  and 
and  fatally  quench  the  fire  of  enthusiasm  than  uncomfortable, 
inconvenient,  and  insufficient  school  rooms  and  furnishings- 
A  Mark  Hopkins  may  train  a  boy  for  the  Presidency,  sitting  on 
a  log  in  the  forest,  but  his  life  work  will  be  immeasurably  great- 
er and  better  with  the  abundant  apparatus,  libraries  and  accom- 
modations of  a  well-equip  ped  college. 

Much  is  said,  and  perhaps  none  too  much,  about  keeping 
up  with  the  increasing  knowledge  of  the  age.  But  it  is  impor- 
tant to  distinguish  between  true  and  false  progress.  An  "up-to- 
date"  definition  says.  "Nine  means  the  mental  concept  we  have 
formed  of  the  relation  that  is  permanently  sustained  by  one  thing 
to  any  nine  things  of  like  kind  "  On  which  one  has  remarked, 
""If  this  is  true,  it  is  a  solemn  commen'ary  uron  the  fleeting 
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nature  of  human  information."    The  definition  is  a  fair  speci- 
men of  much  that  now-a-days  poses  for  profound  wisdom  in 
treating  of  the  amazing  "Science  of  Pedagogy,"  so  called.  A 
golden  rule  in  teaching  is  that  the  true  way  to  learn  anything  is 
to  do  it.    A  fairly  intelligent  psrson  visiting  a  weave-room  or  a 
school-room  can  give  a  geneial  estimate  of  the  efficiency  of 
weavers  or  teachers,  huu  on.y  one  who  has  successfully  served 
at  the  loom  or  in  the  teacher's  desk,  can  be  at  all  competent  to 
criticise  the  qu  ility,  or  the  methods   of  the  work.  Theories 
framed  by  study  and  mere  observation  are  worthless  in  the  pres- 
ence of  successful  experience,  which  alone  gives  true  knowledge. 
Though  little  learned  in  books,  a  common-sense  mother  who  has 
reared  half-a-dozen  children  to  respectable  manhood  and  woman- 
hood knows  far  more  of  the  best  methods  of  treating  child 
nature  than  the  p;of<  undest  philosopher  who  out  of  his  own 
consciousnes  ,  m  from  visiting  many  schools,  discourses  on  the 
"Psychology  nf  Childhcod"  as  the  entomologist  discourses  of 
the  beetle  he  has  impaled  upon  a  pin.    A  large  part  of  what  is 
said  upon  these  subjects  is  the  product  of  imagination,  some- 
times supposed  to  be  confirmed  by  artificial  and  misleading 
•'tests."    But  notwithstanding  all  this,  there  is  true  growth  and 
valmh'e  progress  in  the  Art  of  Teaching  and  it  is  the  constant 
and  united  purpose  of  Committee,  Superintendent  and  Teach- 
ers  to   keep   abreast   of   the   real   knowledge  and  the  best 
methods  of  to-day.    We  believe  that  our  teachers,  as  a  whole, 
are  doing  good  work  which  will  compare  well  with  that  of  like 
grades  in  other  towns  of  the  State.    And  in  this  connection,  it 
is  but  just  to  say  that  the  success  of  our  schools  is  largely  due 
to  the  faithful,  wise  and  progressive  management  of  our  Super- 
intendent seeking  impirtially  to  secure  the  best  goo  1  of  both 
teachers  and  pupils. 

It  is  with  great  regret  that  the  Committee  find  themselves 
compelled  to  ask  for  increase  1  accommod  t  i  »ns  for  the  High 
school,  the  rooms  being  entire'y  inadequate  for  the  number  of 
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pupils  to  be  provide  J  for  during  the  coming  year.  When  the 
plan  for  the  present  rooms  was  under  consideration,  the  School 
Committee  of  that  ye~>r  foresaw  this  necessity  and  set  it  plainly 
before  the  Building  Committee,  but  their  predictions  were  only 
laughed  at.  A  new  High  School  building  must  of  course  be 
the  ultimate  solution,  as  it  will  not  be  many  years  before  two- 
hundred  will  have  to  be  accommodated.  But  the  Committee  are 
well  aware  that  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  precludes  any 
immediate  action  in  that  direction.  So  they  ask  for  the  enlarge- 
ment of  the  main  room,  to  meet  the  present  emergency. 

We  hope  every  parent  will  give  careful  consideration  to  the 
Financial  Statement  and  the  Superintendent's  Report  herewith 
presented  as  a  constituent  part  of  our  report.  We  believe  the 
money  intrusted  to  our  hands  has  been  wisely  and  prudently  ex- 
pended. We  invite  your  special  attention  to  what  is  said  of 
parents'  visiting  schools  and  becoming  acquainted  with  the 
teachers  in  their  work.  We  add  that  a  familiar  talk,  now  and 
then,  with  the  Superintendent,  in  regard  to  the  work  and  pro- 
gress of  your  children,  would  be  a  help  on  both  sides.

121  others  have  been  perfect  in  attendance  one  term. 

In  the  enrollment  of  the  school  children  last  May  the  offi- 
cer found  1685  between  the  ages  of  5  and  15  years,  23  less  than 
in  the  previous  year.  In  the  schools  the  total  number  enrolled 
is  26  more  than  last  year,  the  average  enrollment  125  more, 
showing  less  variation  between  the  total  and  average  enroll- 
ment than  in  previous  years.    The  per  cent,  of  attendance  for 
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the  year  is  1.59  lower  than  last  year,  due  undoubtedly  to  the 
interruptions  caused  by  the  severity  of  the  storms  and  the  un- 
usual prevalence  of  sickness. 

There  are  recorded  in  the  school  register  544  visits  during 
the  year  of  parents  and  interested  friends,  not  including 
those  of  the  Superintendent  and  special  teachers. 

Our  schools  are  open  to  visitors  at  all  times,  and  parents, 
especially,  are  most  cordially  invited  to  visit  the  class-rooms 
during  the  sessions,  to  become  better  acquainted  with  the 
teachers  of  their  children  in  their  daily  relations.  A  better 
knowledge  cf  the  spirit  and  motives  of  the  teachers  and  their 
methods  of  work  will  tend  to  mutual  sympathy  and  helpfulness, 
and  misunderstandings  may  often  be  avoided,  or  more  readily 
adjusted.

There  has  been  received  for  tuitions  of  pupils  from  other 
towns  $350.80,  and  $68  paid  for  tuition  of  pupils  of  the  Denni- 
son  District    The  expense  of  transportation  has  been  £60. 
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The  total  expenses  of  the  year  have  been  $2,900.61  more  than 
for  the  preceeding  year. 


Truant  Officers. 

The  Truant  Officers  have  attended  to  their  duties,  respond- 
ing to  the  calls  of  teachers  to  look  after  absentees,  visiting  the 
homes  of  delinquents  and  returning  boys  to  their  places  in 
school.

Evening*  Schools. 

The  four  Evening  Schools  were  in  session  three  months, 
closing  the  last  of  December.  The  two  schools  for  boys  were 
in  charge  of  Mr.  Knowles;  the  girl's  school  at  the  Center  in 
charge  of  Miss  Holmes,  that  at  River  street  conducted  by  Mr. 
Carey. 

The  schools  were  entirely  free  from  the  disorderly  element 
that  has  usually  attended  for  a  few  evenings.    The  attendance 
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was  commendably  regular,  requiring  but  few  cases  to  be  reported 
to  employers  for  irregularity.  The  average  number  belonging 
was  considerably  less  than  the  total  enrollment,  due  mostly  to 
the  fact  that  many  were  not  in  town  during  the  whole  term, 

At  the  close  of  the  term  certificates  were  issued  to  165  who 
had  attended  with  sufficient  regularity  to  entitle  them  to  that 
recognition.  Eleven  were  perfect  in  attendance  ;  thirteen  were 
absent  only  one  evening  ;  twenty-three  absent  two  evenings  and 
nineteen  three  evenings. 

The  law  requires  that  during  the  sessions  of  the  Evening 
Schools  reports  shall  be  made  each  week  to  the  several  em- 
ployers of  the  attendance  of  the  pupils  in  their  employ.  To 
carry  out  the  letter  of  the  law  would  require  much  time  every 
week  in  filling  out  all  notices  and  forwarding  the  same.  To 
simplify  this  matter,  and  cause  the  least  possible  trouble  to  em- 
ployers, and  at  the  same  time,  comply  with  the  spirit  of  the  law, 
notice  is  sent  each  week  of  all  delinquents  only.  Employers 
understand,  if  no  notice  is  received,  that  those  in  their  employ 
are  in  regular  attendance.    This  plan  is  duly  authorized.

Repairs. 

The  expenses  incident  to  adjusting  the  school  rooms  to  the 
changed  conditions  of  this  year — the  moving  into  the  new  build- 
ing and  refurnishing  the  rooms  vacated  by  the  Grammar  and 
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Intermediate  grades  could  not  be  closely  estimated  in  the  call 
for  the  year's  appropriations.  It  seemed  advisable  to  put  all  the 
furniture  in  the  several  rooms  to  be  occupied  in  the  best  possi- 
ble condition.  The  furniture  of  the  Grammar  and  Intermediate 
grades  in  the  several  buildings  was  nearly  all  of  recent  and  ap- 
proved pattern.  All  the  desks  of  suitable  size  were  repaired  and 
dressed  over  and  placed  in  the  new  building.  The  Building 
Committee  furnished  a  teacher's  desk,  table  and  chairs  for  each 
room,  and  for  one  room,  a  full  set  of  furniture.  To  complete 
other  sets  a  considerable  number  of  additional  desks  for  pupils 
were  purchased. 

The  vacated  rooms  in  the  several  buildings  were  re-fur- 
nished with  furniture  for  Primary  grades.  Desks  which  were 
stored  at  the  River  Street  building  at  the  time  of  the  opening  of 
the  Parochial  schools,  were  brought  into  service.  One  new  set, 
and  additional  pieces  to  complete  sets  in  other  rooms,  were  pur- 
chased. In  all  the  lower  grade  rooms  a  few  desks  of  larger  size 
were  placed  to  accommodate  the  few  large  pupils  who  cannot  sit 
comfortably  in  the  ordinary  desks  of  these  grades. 

The  bills  for  the  new  furniture  amounted  to  $491. 45;  for 
special  repairs  incident  to  the  above  changes  #434.17.  In  ac- 
cordance with  the  recommendations  made  in  the  report  of  last 
year,  a  jacketed  stove  was  placed  in  each  of  the  lower  rooms  at 
the  River  Street  house,  with  provision  for  ingress  of  pure  air, 
and  ventilating  registers  at  the  base  of  the  chimneys.  The  cost 
of  this  improvement  was  #145.62.  In  the  large  reception  room 
at  the  High  School,  a  table  with  gas  and  running  water  for  ex- 
periments in  science  teaching  was  placed  at  a  cost  of  #53.59. 
The  total  amount  of  these  special  improvements  and  repairs  is 
#1,124.83. 

For  the  Marcy  Street  building  the  following  items  should 
be  provided  for  in  the  appropriations  for  next  year : — to  com- 
plete the  grading  of  the  school-house  lot;  to  re-build  the  fence 
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on  the  north-east  side,  and  on  rear  of  lot ;  to  protect  the  windows 
of  the  basement  by  outside  guards,  and  to  complete  the  cement- 
ing of  the  basement  floor.  It  is  estimated  that  the  total  cost  of 
several  items  will  be  $400. 


High.  School. 

There  are  now  belonging  to  the  High  School  86  pupils. 
Of  these  sixteen  are  in  the  senior  class  and  will  complete  the 
course  in  June,  leaving  70  in  the  three  lower  classes.  Next 
year  there  will  be  over  fifty  candidates  for  the  high  school  and 
all  are  expecting  to  enter  the  Freshman  class.  The  largest 
class  ever  entering  the  school  was  40  in  1890.  The  present 
outlook  indicates  a  school  of  120  or  more  for  next  year.  The 
seating  capacity  of  the  department  is  now  102.  The  main 
room  admits  63  desks;  the  large  recitation  room,  usually  called 
the  Freshman  room,  allows  39  desks.  The  situation  demands 
immediate  attention.  With  present  facilities  the  high  school 
cannot  be  adequately  accommodated  next  year.  The  seating 
capacity  of  the  main  room  of  a  high  school  ought  to  be  suffi- 
cient for  the  entire  school.  The  school  increases  each  year  and 
judging  from  the  classes  in  the  several  grades  of  the  grammar 
schools,  the  ratio  of  increase  will  be  greater  than  in  the  past 
The  suggestion  in  last  year's  report  seems  to  be  the  most  feas- 
ible provision  for  the  present. 

"The  rear  of  the  high  school  room  is  under  a  separate,  one- 
story  roof,  a  projection  from  the  main  building,  and  can  be  ex- 
tended without  affecting  the  main  building.  An  extension  of 
15  feet  would  increase  the  seating  capacity  to  108.  An  exten- 
sion of  21  feet  would  admit  126  desks,  The  extension  should 
be  25  feet,  giving  an  open  space  of  a  few  feet  in  the  rear  of  the 
room." 

The  large  entering  class  will  require  that  the  recitations 
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bs  conducted  in  two  divisions,  necesitating  the  employment  of 
an  additional  assistant. 

The  high  school  department  of  any  system  of  schools  is 
comparatively  expensive.  The  teaching  force  commands  high- 
er compensation,  and  the  cost  of  books  and  general  equipment 
is  much  greater  than  in  the  lower  grades.  That  adequate  re- 
turn be  received  for  the  larger  outlay,  every  facility  for  advan- 
tageous and  effective  work  should  be  provided,  that  the  depart- 
ment may  reasonably  be  held  responsible  for  commendable 
resul's  in  scholarship  and  character.  Comparatively  few  of  the 
graduates  enter  higher  institutions,  the  majority  closing  their 
schooldays  at  this  stage.  While  due  attention  is  given  to  the 
few  who  can  go  on  to  a  more  liberal  education,  the  most  prac- 
tical training  should  be  given  to  this  majority,  on  the  principle 
of  the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number,  that  they  may  go 
out  from  the  school  with  the  best  possible  equipment  in  mind 
and  character  a  high  school  can  give,  to  meet  the  every  day 
problems  of  common  life. 

No  element  of  school  training  is  more  important  than  that 
which  gives  a  ready  command  of  our  own  language,  that  ena- 
bles our  youg  people  to  read  intelligen.ly,  to  write  well  and  to 
speak  well.  It  should  be  the  aim  to  give  this  with  a  taste  for 
the  best  in  literature.  To  strengthen  work  in  this  direction 
Miss  Wheeler  was  appointed  at  the  beginning  of  the  school 
year  to  take  the  department  of  reading,  elocution  and  literature. 
Favorable  results  of  her  work  are  already  apparent.

The  occupation  in  September  o'  the  new  and  commodious 
eight-room  Grammar  School  house  on  Marcy  street,  the  closing 
of  the  Union  street  and  Sumner  buildings,  the  vacating  the 
temporary  rooms  in  the  Tow  i  Hall  and  one  room  at  the  River 
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Street  house  and  the  consequent  re-adjustment  of  the  schools  to 
the  improved  conditions  form  an  epoch  in  the  history  of  the 
schools  of  the  town. 

The  schools  in  the  new  building  were  organized  by  bring- 
ing together  all  the  pupils  of  the  village  classes  above  grade  IV. 
Of  grades  VII,  VIII  and  IX,  one  school  of  each  was  formed  ;  of 
grade  VI,  two  full  classes  ;  of  grade  V,  there  were  enough  pupils, 
145,  to  fully  occupy  the  three  remaining  rooms.  It  was  intended 
to  reserve  one  room  for  an  Ungraded  class,  where  pupils,  defi- 
cient in  one  or  more  studies,  could  be  placed  temporarily  and 
receive  special  attention  until  prepared  to  enter  one  of  the  reg- 
ular grades  ;  but  so  many  pupils,  outside  of  the  regular  classes 
entered,  that  all  the  rooms  were  occupied  on  the  first  day,  leav- 
ing no  place  for  an  ungraded  class.  It  is  hoped  that  in  a  short 
time  ail  the  pupils  of  these  three  schools  of  grade  V  who  are  of 
equal  advancement  and  prepared  to  work  together  to  advantage, 
can  be  brought  into  two  rooms,  and  the  remaining  room  be  used 
for  those  who  do  not  now  class  with  any  grade.  This  room  will 
be  of  great  advantage  to  those  requiring  special  attention,  en- 
abling them,  in  many  cases,  to  enter  after  a  time,  a  class  higher 
than  they  otherwise  would  be  able  to  do. 

The  children  and  teachers  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the 
improved  conditions  under  which  the  schools  are  this  year  con- 
duced This  applies  not  only  to  the  admirable  accommodations 
of  the  Grammar  schools  but  to  all  Primary  grades.  All  are  now 
in  regular  school  rooms  which  have  been  put  in  the  best  condi- 
tion. The  rooms  are  fairly  well  provided  with  maps,  charts, 
globes,  books  of  reference  and  other  appliances  for  progressive 
work.  The  books  in  the  hands  of  the  pupils  for  the  various 
branches  of  study  are  all  of  recent  issues;  the  reading  matter 
has  variety  and  is  of  the  most  approved  and  excellent  quality, 
in  part  relating  to  the  subjects  of  study  pursued.  Upon  their 
desks  the  teachers  have  a  variety  of  late  editions  of  books  other 
than  the  prescribed  text  books,  treating  upon  the  same  subjects- 
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These  are  consulted  both  by  teachers  and  pupils  in  the  prepara. 
tion  of  lessons,  and  furnish  examples,  additional  facts,  illustra- 
tions and  material  for  the  recitation. 

Four  years  ago  an  elementary  Algebra  was  introduced  in  the 
ninth  grade  as  a  preparation  for  the  more  advanced  work  of  the 
High  school.  This  year  the  class  has  begun  Latin  in  connec- 
tion with  the  English  Grammar.  By  those  best  able  to  judge, 
it  is  generally  believed  that  by  this  course,  the  pupils  wiil  secure 
a  clearer  conception  of  language  construction,  than  by  devoting 
the  language  period  wholly  to  the  study  of  English  phraseology, 
In  many  of  the  cities  and  larger  towns  of  the  state,  these  sub- 
jects have  been  taught  for  years  in  the  Grammar  schools.  It 
has  been  found  that  the  rudiments  of  the  Latin  are  more  readily 
learned  by  children  younger  than  those  of  the  ordinary  High 
school  age. 

Arithmetic  has  always  been  considered  one  of  the  most  es 
sential  studies  of  the  school  curriculum.  In  the  methods  of 
teaching  the  subject  there  has  been  great  improvement  in  re- 
cent years.  Much  of  little  or  no  practical  value  has  been 
eliminated  to  give  place  to  other  work  that  must  receive  atten- 
tion. In  our  schools  stress  is  laid  upon  the  most  practical  sub- 
jects. The  fundamental  processes  are  dwelt  upon  until  accu- 
racy and  rapidity  are  secured.  Very  early  in  the  course  simple 
forms  of  fractions,  decimals,  denominate  numbers,  percentage, 
etc.,  are  taken  up  and  much  practice  given  in  solving  problems 
suited  to  the  capacities  of  the  pupils.  In  all  grades  and  in  all 
subjects  much  oral  work  preceeds  the  written  work.  Long  and 
complex  examples  and  problems  are  avoided,  and  some  subjects 
are  omitted  or  briefly  treated.  Effort  is  constantly  directed  to 
have  the  children  acquire  a  mastery  over  the  every  day  problems 
of  life — such  as  are  of  use  in  ordinary  business  transactions. 

Geography  is  a  difficult  branch  to  teach  successfully.  So 
much  may  be  included  in  the  subject  that  is  not  easy  to  discrim- 
inate between  that  which  is  really  educative  and  that  which  has 
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little  value,  learned  to  be  soon  forgotten.  Instead  of  the  old 
mechanical  way  of  question  and  answer  relating  to  definitions 
and  facts  learned  from  the  text  book  or  map,  our  teachers  aim, 
by  the  topical  method,  to  interest  the  children  in  the  subject 
and  to  arouse  the  spirit  of  inquiry  and  investigation.  Contour 
and  relief  are  learned  by  map-sketching  and  moulding.  Pictures, 
objects  and  every  available  aid  are  used  to  direct  the  children  in 
acquiring  an  intelligent  knowledge  of  the  earth  as  the  home  of 
man. 

Reading  is  the  basis  of  all  the  work  in  the  school-room.  To 
be  able  to  grasp  the  thought  of  the  printed  page  helps  the  child 
more  than  any  other  single  form  of  instruction.  To  read  well 
is  an  accomplishment.  In  the  first  steps  prominence  is  given 
by  our  teachers  to  phonics  in  connection  with  the  word  and 
sentence  methods,  thus  enabling  the  child  in  a  short  time  to  get 
new  words  without  the  help  of  the  teacher.  Calling  words  is 
not  reading,  so  all  the  way,  emphasis  is  laid  upon  aprehension 
of  the  thought  before  attempting  vocal  expression.  Constant 
attention  is  directed  to  correct  pronunciation,  distinct  articula- 
tion, proper  emphasis,  and  to  create  and  foster  a  love  for  in- 
structive reading. 

In  History  the  aim  is  not  mere  fact  getting,  but  rather  to 
give  a  clear  and  orderly  knowledge  of  the  leading  events  in  the 
progress  and  development  of  our  country  with  causes  and  ef- 
fects, to  awaken  an  interest  and  inspire  pupils  to  investigate 
for  themselves,  to  develop  a  taste  for  biographical  and  historical 
reading  and  study  which  will  be  continued  beyond  school  life. 
History  is  closely  correlated  with  Geography,  and  maps  and  pro- 
gressive outlines  are  constantly  used.  Study  and  recitation  are 
by-topics,  aided  by  supplementary  reading,  pictures  and  whatever 
may  assist  in  forming  a  \ivid  idea  of  people,  places  and  events. 

Language  is  by  far  the  most  important  branch  of  study  as 
it  includes  all  work  done  in  giving  skill  and  fluency  in  the  ex- 
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pression  of  oral  and  written  thought.  Hence  all  studies  are 
made  to  contribute  to  training  in  language,  and  the  thought  is 
constantly  before  the  mind  of  the  teacher. 

The  study  of  Nature  in  some  of  its  varied  forms  receives 
early  and  continued  attention,  the  aim  being  to  lead  the  chil- 
dren to  observe  forms  of  life,  first,  in  the  more  noticeable  qual- 
ities, and,  later,  to  train  in  accurate  observation,  comparison 
and  simple  classification.  Material  in  great  variety  is  brought 
to  the  classrooms  for  observation  and  study. 

Physiology,  as  required  by  the  statutes,  receives  attention  in 
every  grade. 

Music  in  the  Primary  grades  is  taught  from  charts  by  the 
regular  teachers,  in  the  High  and  Grammar  schools  by  special 
teacher,  with  pleasing  results. 

Drawing  in  all  classes  is  under  the  direction  of  the  Super- 
visor, who  devotes  her  whole  time  to  the  work.  A  good  de- 
gree of  interest  is  manifested  and  the  department  is  in  good 
hands.  Great  interest  is  now  everywhere  manifested  in  art 
study  and  in  school  room  decoration.  Art  Leagues  are  formed 
in  many  places  to  secure  works  of  art  for  this  purpose. 


Report  of  the  Hi^h  School. 

Mr.  J.  T.  Clarke,  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

Dear  Sir:  I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  you  a  report 
of  the  High  School  for  the  year  1898-9. 

There  has  been  120  pupils  enrolled  during  the  past  year, 
the  largest  number  ever  enrolled,  and  a  gain  of  9  per  cent,  over 
the  previous  year. 

Of  this  number  18  have  attended  from  out  of  town. 
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Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  next  entering  class  will  probably 
number  over  50  there  is  an  imperative  need  of  an  enlargement 
of  the  High  School  room.  There  is  at  present  seating  room  for 
102  pupils  and  as  the  number  attending  next  fall  will  be  120  or 
more,  it  is  evident  that  there  must  be  more  seating  room  pro- 
vided. If  the  main  room  were  large  enough  to  seat  all  the 
pupils  it  would  save  much  confusion  in  the  movements  of 
classes  and  be  better  in  many  ways. 

We  were  fortunately  able  to  retain  Miss  Perry  during  the 
past  year  and  her  work  has  grown  more  efficient  with  added  ex- 
perience. 

Mr.  Carey  who  began  his  work  in  September  has  had 
charge  of  the  science  and  mathematics  for  which  he  is  well 
adapted  by  training  and  temperament. 

Miss  Blanche  Wheeler,  Southbridge  High  School  '92,  Bos- 
ton School  of  Oratory  '95,  has  had  charge  of  the  class  in  Liter- 
ature and  all  matters  pertaining  to  reading  and  recitals,  spend- 
ing two  periods  daily  in  this  work. 

Owing  to  the  growth  of  the  school  another  assistant  should 
be  engaged  for  September. 

The  Principal  of  a  school  as  large  as  ours  should  have  some 
time  for  the  supervision  of  the  work  of  the  assistants  but  owing 
to  the  large  number  of  classes,  which  are  necessary,  I  have  been 
unable  to  have  a  spare  period. 

>  The  class  of  '98  was  the  largest  class  ever  graduated.  24  in 
number,  being  67  per  cent,  of  the  entering  number  while  the 
average  for  the  state  is  33  per  cent,  or  less. 

Of  this  class  one  entered  Harvard,  one  Brown,  one  Am- 
herst, one  Worcester  Normal,  one  is  studying  in  Germany  and 
three  have  made  arrangements  to  enter  Mt.  Holyoke  next  Sep- 
tember, while  two  were  prevented  by  unforeseen  accidents  from 
entering  Harvard,  practically  25  per  cent,  of  the  entering  num- 
ber will  attend  higher  institutions.    The  class  presented  the 
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school  with  copies  of  Holmes',  Whittier's  and  Longfellows' 
poems  and  an  electric  call  bell.

Report  of  the  Supervisor  of  Drawing. 

Mr.  J.  T,  Clarke,  Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

Dear  Sir:  Drawing  is  divided  into  four  departments  :  ist, 
Freehand  drawing  in  all  grades  which  includes  the  represen- 
tntion  of  fruit,  flowers,  vegetables  and  objects  of  various  kinds. 
2nd,  Color,  including  color  harmonies  and  the  application  of 
these  harmonies  in  design.  3rd.  Mechanical  drawing.  In  the 
lower  grades  the  study  of  simple  plane  figures  and  the  use  of 
the  ruler;  in  the  higher  grades  mechanical  problems,  working 
drawings  and  developments.  4th,  Decorative  drawing,  illus- 
trating the  adaptation  of  plant  forms  to  design  and  introduc- 
ing the  study  and  copying  of  Historic  Ornament  and  original 
design. 

The  aim  of  art  instruction  is  not  to  teach  the  child  to  be 
an  artist,  but  to  lead  him  to  understand  and  appreciate  works 
of  art  and  to  love  that  which  is  beautiful  in  art  and  nature. 
Also  to  increase  his  ability  to  represent  graphically  any  ob- 
ject or  group  of  objects  that  may  come  within  his  observa- 
tion. 

In  the  fall  nature  provide  us  with  abundant  material  with 
which  to  work.  There  are  the  wild  plants  of  various  kinds, 
from  simple  grasses  suitable  for  primary  purposes  to  leaves 
and  branches  which  we  may  use  for  subjects  for  advanced 
pupils.    The  weeds  and  flowers  as  they  go  to  seed,  form  very 
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interesting  studies  and  are  usually  most  effectively  drawn  with 
the  brush  and  ink.  October  furnishes  us  with  material  for 
color  work  and  the  High  School  classes  were  very  successful  in 
painting  their  leaves  in  the  natural  colors. 

Our  object  drawing  shows  more  variety  than  ever  before. 
The  primary  pupils  have  cut  objects  from  paper  and  drawn 
simple  things  in  pencil  and  brush  including  toys,  fruit  and  veg- 
etables. In  the  grammar  grades  we  make  perspective  draw- 
ings of  the  geometric  solids  and  groups  of  various  objects. 
Japanese  lanterns,  painted  in  their  gay  colors,  make  interest- 
ing studies;  games  drawn  by  the  eighth  grade  were  among  the 
objects  represented.  The  many  plants  in  attractive  jardinieres 
add  much  to  the  attractiveness  of  the  Marcy  street  school,  and 
these  have  been  utilized  in  the  drawing.  Many  studies  of 
plants  in  their  various  shaped  jars  have  been  drawn  and  are 
quite  effective  done  with  the  brush.  Figure  work  is  always 
interesting,  and  the  upper  grammar  grades,  and  the  High 
school  pupils  have  had  a  number  of  lessons  on  this  subject. 
The  classes  draw  one  of  their  own  number  or  primary  pupils 
who  pose  for  them.  The  sophomore  class  in  the  High  school 
have  been  studying  light  and  shade  and  have  drawn  and  shaded 
groups  of  objects  and  casts. 

Much  interest  has  been  manifested  in  the  pictures  by  noted 
artists,  now  that  we  can  obtain  them  at  a  very  low  price.  Many 
of  the  pupils  have  made  collections  of  these  small  reproductions 
and  are  familiar  with  the  works  of  Raphael,  Landseer,  Rosa 
Bonheur  and  others.  The  children  write  about  the  various 
pictures  and  some  good  essays  have  been  written  in  the  upper 
classes.  Many  of  the  teachers  have  decorated  their  school- 
rooms with  these  small  pictures,  but  what  we  need  are  large 
pictures  that  will  cover  our  bare  walls,  make  the  school  room 
more  attractive  and  give  a  better  idea  to  the  children  of  the 
artist's  work. 

In  mechanical  work  we  take  up  the  construction  of  objects 
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and  the  pupils  are  taught  to  understand  working-drawings. 
Plans  for  houses  and  details  of  building  construction  are  taught 
in  the  High  School.  In  the  Grammar  grades  the  pupils  make 
working  drawings  of  various  objects  and  in  studying  the  appli- 
cation of  curves  to  ornamental  forms  make  designs  for  vases, 
jars,  paper-cutters,  etc. 

In  decorative  work  designs  are  made  for  book-covers,  wall- 
papers, table-covers,  initials,  etc.  The  spring  months  bring  us 
many  interesting  flowers  which  we  draw  in  pencil  and  in  brush, 
and  these  are  also  used  in  design.

Teachers. 

The  professional  standard  for  teachers  is  constantly  grow- 
ing higher,  and  it  will,  probably,  not  be  long  before  the  statutes 
will  require  of  all  teachers  employed  in  the  state  a  professional 
training,  or  an  equivalent  successful  experience.  As  a  whole, 
the  corps  of  teachers  of  our  schools  never  possessed  a  better 
equipment  or  higher  degree  of  merit  than  those  now  in  charge. 
They  are  thorough,  earnest  and  progressive,  fully  devoted  to 
their  work  and  using  every  means  to  keep  abreast  of  the  times. 
The  work  of  the  schools  is  progressing  quietly  with  very  little 
friction,  and  in  a  good  degree,  systematically.  The  order  in 
most  rooms  is  excellent,  the  teachers  insisting  upon  a  ready 
obedience  as  the  first  duty  of  pupils.  The  number  of  teachers 
under  regular  appointment  is  three  more  than  last  year. 
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Tchccl  Signals. 

During  the  year  the  scho  »1  signal  has  been  given  five 
times,  twice  for  one  session,  and  three  times  for  no  school  in 
any  grade. — Another  signal  is  now  added. 

In  case  the  morning  signal  is  given  for  no  school,  and  the 
storm  clears  away,  making  it  suitable  for  an  aftcrno<  n  session, 
the  signal  will  be  sounded  at  12.30  and  all  schools  will  have  an 
afternoon  session  from  1.30  to  4  o'clock.  The  signals  now 
stand  as  folows: —

Alarm  at  8  a.  ra.,  one  blow,  no  school  for  Primary  grade. 
Same  signal  repeated  immediately,  no  school  in  any  grade 
Alarm  at  1 1.30  a.  m  ,  one  blow,  one  session. 
Alarm  at  12  30,  one  blow,  afternoon  session  for  all  schools. 

Attention  is  called  to  important  changes  made  at  the  last 
session  of  the  legislature  relaiiug  to  school  attendance.  A 
summary  of  present  laws  is  given  in  the  appendix

APPENDIX. 


Summary  of  Educational  Laws. 

(From  circular  issued  by  State  Board  of  Education,  l  ee.  1898.) 
Changes  concerning  Employment  of  Children  and  attendance  at  School. 

Chapter  494,  A  cts  of  1898. 
Section  i  changes  from  thirteen  to  fourteen  the  age  below 
which  no  child  shall  be  employed  in  a  factory,  w<>rk  shop  or 
mercantile  establishment.  It  forbids  his  employment  for  wages 
while  school  is  in  session  and  all  employment  before  sx  in  the 
morning  and  after  seven  in  the  evening.  It  strikes  out  the  re- 
quirement of  thirty  weeks'  attendance  at  school  during  the  year 
after  a  child  is  thirteen  before  he  can  be  granted  a  certificate 
that  he  is  fjurteen,  attendance  now  being  required  all  the  time 
up  to  fuui  teen. 

Sect.  2  requires  the  employer  to  procure  and  keep  on 
file  and  accessible  to  truant  officers,  the  district  police  and  in- 
spectors of  factories,  age  and  schooling  certificates  cf  all  such 
children  employed,  the  limits  of  age  now  being  fourteen  and 
sixteen  years,  instead  of  thirteen  andsix'een  as  heretofore;  also, 
to  keep  two  lists  of  all  such  children,  one  on  file  as  heretofore, 
the  additional  one  co  spuuously  posted  near  the  principal  en- 
trance of  the  building  in  which  such  children  are  employed. 

Employment  of  Minors.  Sect.  2  requires  all  employers 
to  keep  on  file  a  compile  list  <  f  all  minors  employed  who  can- 
not read  at  sight  and  write  simple  sentences  in  the  English  lan- 
guage; also,  to  send  to  the  Superintendent  of  schools  the  names 
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of  all  such  illiterate  minors  employed — new  requirements  appli- 
cable to  persons  from  fourteen  to  twenty  one  years  of  age. 

Sect.  5  provides  that  before  a  child  under  sixteen  can  be 
granted  an  age  and  schooling  certificate,  he  must  present  to  the 
person  authorized  to  issue  the  same,  an  employment  ticket,  duly 
filled  out  and  signed  The  certificate  is  to  be  surrendered  to 
the  child  when  he  leaves  the  employer's  service;  but  if  not 
claimed  within  thirty  days  from  the  ending  of  his  service,  it  is 
to  be  returned  by  the  employer  to  the  superintendent  of 
schools. 

Sect.  7  renews  old  provisions  that  no  minor  who  cannot 
read  at  sight  and  write  simple  sentences  in  the  English  lan- 
guage shall  be  employed  wh  le  a  public  evening  school  is  main- 
tained in  the  town  in  which  he  resides,  unless  he  attends  a  day 
school,  or  has  a  permit  issued  by  the  superintendent  of  schools; 
or,  unless  his  teacher  certifies  each  week  that  he  is  in  regular 
attendance  at  such  evening  school  (not  in  attendance  seventy 
per  cent,  of  the  time  as  he  etofore). 

Sect.  8  authorizes  truant  officers  to  visit  factories,  work- 
shops and  manufacturing  establishments  without  that  special 
direction  from  the  school  committee  which  the  old  law  required, 
and  report  any  cases  of  illegal  employment  of  minors  to  the 
School  Committee  and  to  the  chief  of  the  district  police,  or  to 
the  inspector  of  f'ctories  for  the  district.  Complaints  under 
this  act  are  to  be  brought  by  inspectors  of  factories,  not  by 
truant  officers. 

Contagious  Diseases  Chap.  496. 

Sect,  i  i.  No  child  who  has  not  been  duly  vaccinated  shall 
be  admitted  to  a  public  school  ex:ept  upon  presentation  of  a  cer- 
tificate signed  by  a  regular  practising  physician  that  such  child 
is  an  unfit  subject  for  vaccination.  No  child,  who  is  a  member 
of  a  household  in  which  a  person  is  sick  with  smallpox,  diph- 
theria, scarlet  fever  or  measles,  or  of  a  household  exposed  to 
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contagion  from  a  household  as  aforesaid,  shall  attend  any  public 
school  during  such  sickness  or  until  the  teacher  of  the  school 
has  been  furnished  with  a  certificate  from  the  board  of  health  of 
the  town,  or  from  the  attending  physician  of  such  sick  person, 
stating  in  a  case  of  smallpox,  diphtheria  or  scarlet  fever,  that  a 
period  of  at  least  two  weeks,  and  in  a  case  of  measles  a  period 
of  at  least  three  days,  has  elapsed  since  the  recovery,  removal  or 
death  of  such  person,  and  that  danger  of  the  conveying  of  such 
disease  by  such  child  has  passed. 

Sect.  12  makes  attendance  upon  a  public  school  compul- 
sory, for  all  children  between  the  ages  of  seven  and  fourteen 
years,  during  the  entire  time  the  public  schools  are  in  session, 
wi  h  no  allowance  for  unexcused  absence. 

Excepted  from  these  provisions  are  (a)  children  that  are  at- 
tending approved  private  day  schools,  or  receiving  instruction 
equal  to  that  given  in  the  public  schools  ;  (b)  children  that  are 
compelled  by  necessity  to  be  absent,  including  children  whose 
physical  or  mental  condition  renders  their  attendance  inexpedi- 
ent or  impracticable. 

Sect.  26.  Every  habitual  school  offender,  that  is,  every  child 
under  fourteen  years  of  age  who  persistently  violates  the  rea- 
sonable regulations  of  the  school  which  he  attends,  or  otherwise 
persistently  misbehaves  therein,  so  as  to  render  himself  a  fit 
subject  for  exclusion  therefrom,  upon  complaint  by  a  truant 
officer,  and  conviction  thereof,  may  be  committed,  if  a  boy,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  court,  to  a  county  truant  school  for  a  period 
no  exceeding  two  years,  or  to  the  Lyman  school  for  boys,  and, 
if  a  girl,  to  the  state  industrial  school  for  girls,  unless  such  child 
is  placed  on  probation  as  provided  for  in  section  twenty-eight  of 
this  act. 

Sect.  31.  Any  person  having  under  his  control  a  child  between 
seven  and  fourteen  years  of  age  who  fails  for  five  day  sessions 
or  ten  half  day  sessions  within  any  period  of  six  months  while 
under  such  control,  to  cause  such  child  to  attend  school  as  re- 
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quired  by  section  twelve  of  this  act,  the  physical  or  mental  con- 
dition of  such  child  not  being  such  as  to  render  his  attendance 
at  school  harmful  or  impracticable,  upon  complaint  by  a  truant 
officer,  and  conviction  thereof,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  twenty  dollars.  Any  person  who  induces  or  attempts 
to  induce  any  child  to  absent  himself  unlawfully  from  school, 
or  employs  or  harbors  while  school  is  in  session  any  chid  absent 
unlawfully  from  school,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  fifty  dollars. 

Duties  of  Truant  Offcers.  Section  34  directs  truant  offi- 
cers to  inquire  into  all  cases  arising  under  this  act,  and  author- 
izes them  to  make  complaints,  serve  processes  and  carry  into 
execution  judgements  thereunder.  They  are  to  proceed  direct- 
ly under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  by-laws  having  been  done 
away  with. 

Sect.  22  requires  that  towns  pay  one  dollar  a  week  (instead 
of  two  as  heretofore)  for  the  maintenance  of  each  child  sent  to  a 
truant  school. 

School  Census.  Sect  16  provides  that  the  school  census 
shall  include  the  names  and  ages,  with  such  other  facts  as  may 
be  designated  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  (a)  of  all  persons 
between  five  and  fifteen  years  of  age,  and  (b)  of  all  minors  over 
fourteen  years  of  age  who  cannot  read  at  sight  and  write  simple 
sentences  in  the  English  language,  residing  in  town  on  the  first 
day  of  September.  The  first  census  under  this  requirement  is 
to  be  taken  in  September  1899.

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Electrician's  Report. 

Gentlemen :  The  fire  alarm  system  has  given  very  good  sat- 
isfaction this  year  and  a  number  of  changes  have  been  made 
that  have  materially  benefited  it. 

The  Southbridge  Gas  &  Electric  Co.  have  had  to  change  a 
number  of  their  polls  and  when  the  fire  alarm  wires  were  re- 
placed they  were  put  in  a  better  pDsition  and  now  will  be  secure 
from  trouble  at  these  points. 

We  have  had  but  one  break  in  the  line  caused  by  intense 
cold,  which  snapped  the  wire  on  Hook  street. 

Early  last  summer  it  was  thought  advisable  to  change  the 
cutouts  in  all  the  boxes  and  we  had  an  expert  come  up 
from  the  factory  and  the  results  of  his  work  were  very  gratify- 
ing. With  the  old  cutouts  the  closing  of  the  duor  would  not 
always  cut  the  box  out  of  circuit,  thus  necessitating  a  heavier 
battery  current  and  also  exposing  the  magnets  in  the  boxes  to 
the  danger  of  a  burn  out  from  lightning  or  cross  wire. 

The  Globe  Village  whistle,  which  was  over  the  boiler  room 
in  the  Print  works,  where  it  was  very  hot  and  dusty,  has  been 
moved  into  another  room  and  is  now  in  a  good  position  where 
it  can  be  easily  reached  and  kept  clean. 

The  Indicator  and  Register  voted  for  last  spring  have  been 
put  in  and  are  very  satisfactory. 

When  we  get  our  new  engine  house,  and  it  must  be  soon, 
for  the  old  house  is  settling  and  cracking,  the  service  can  be 
further  improved  by  the  substitution  of  storage  batteries  for  the 
gravity  batteries  now  in  use.

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Water  Supply. 

I  feel  it  my  duty  to  keep  before  the  citizens  of  the  town, 
the  condition  of  our  water  system.  There  are  two  parts  of  the 
town,  namely:  Plimpton  and  Pleasant  streets,  and  Charlton 
road  where  there  is  no  fire  protection.  And  should  a  fire  occur  in 
either  of  these  localities,  the  only  way  of  getting  a  stream  of 
of  water  on  the  fire,  would  be  by  using  two  steamers  and 
thousands  of  feet  of  hose,  which  is  not  practical,  and  crip- 
ples the  department,  should  another  fire  occur  at  the  same 
time.  We  should  have  at  least  12  hydrants  in  these  localities. 
We  also  should  have  another  line  of  hydrants  on  the  opposite 
side  of  Main  street  The  pipe  being  connected  with  the  main 
coming  down  Hamilton  street  at  Shepard's  corner,  and  run  as 
far  as  I.  P.  Hyde's  house,  giving  us  a  hydrant  at  the  head  of 
Foster  street,  one  at  the  h^ad  of  Central  street  and  one  near 
Whitford  &  Ellis  block.  At  the  same  time  not  reduciug  the 
pressure  of  the  main  pipe.  During  the  year,  four  new  post 
hydrants  have  been  added. 


General  Remarks. 

The  apparatus  in  service  remains  the  same  as  last  year,  ex- 
cept during  the  last  year  owing  to  so  much  leather  hose  becom- 
ing unfit  for  service  we  purchased  500  feet  of  new  double  jacket 
to  take  its  place.  And  this  year  about  the  same  amount,  for 
the  same  reason  should  be  procured.  The  Hoard  recommends 
the  building  of  a  new  central  station  this  spiing.  And  as  we 
have  said  before,  the  house  on  Central  street  is  in  a  very  delap- 
idated  condition.  Also  our  hook  and  ladd  r  truck  is  kept 
where  it  cannot  be  taken  care  of  as  it  should  be. 

I  wish  to  say  a  few  words  in  regard  to  the  fire  on  Feb. 
10th, which  taking  into  consideration  that  the  night  was  the  worst 
I  have  ever  experienced,  the  men  worked  willingly  and  cheer- 
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fully,  but  it  was  entirely  out  of  the  question  to  move  with  agili- 
ty. The  fire  had  to  be  fought  entirely  from  the  exterior,  and 
the  ice  on  the  ladders  rendered  them  almost  useless.  And  as 
soon  as  the  hose  were  filled  with  water,  and  became  wet,  they 
stiffened  to  such  a  degree,  that  to  move  them  from  their  origi- 
nal position  was  out  of  the  question.  The  men  were  hampered 
in  a  great  measure  by  their  clothes,  and  those  that  used  their 
rubber  coats  were  no  better  off,  for  as  soon  as  the  water  touched 
them,  it  froze  before  it  could  run  off,  and  in  a  very  short  space 
of  time  the  whole  force  was  clad  in  a  sheet  of  ice,  with  hands, 
feet,  and  face  insensible  from  the  cold. 

And  here  is  where  we  think  that  voters  and  tax  payers 
should  see  to  it,  that  the  men  should  have  a  suitable  place 
where  they  could  all  go  and  remove  their  coats  before  going 
home.  Also  a  place  where  the  hose  could  be  taken  in  and 
thawed  out  at  once,  and  be  ready  for  service.  As  it  was  hun- 
dreds of  feet  were  obliged  to  lay  in  the  street  until  the  next  day 
before  it  could  be  taken  in  and  cared  for.  Also  our  truck  and 
ladders  were  covered  with  ice,  for  almost  a  week,  before  it 
could  be  removed. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Ex-Chiefs,  and 
also  the  citizens  for  their  able  support  at  our  Convention  and 
Muster  last  fall. 

This  year  we  would  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $1,500  be 
appropriated  for  running  expenses  and  hose.  In  conclusion  I 
would  thank  the  board  of  Engineers  for  their  support,  the  mem- 
bers of  each  company,  also  the  Stewards  of  the  two  houses,  for 
their  excellent  care  during  the  past  year.  Credit  is  due  to  those 
who  furnished  horses,  for  their  promptness  in  responding  to 
alarms.  Also  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  P"ire  Alarm,  and  his 
assistant,  for  the  excellent  condition  of  the  system.

CO.  K,  6th  MASS.  INFT.,  U.  S.  VOLS., 


IN  THE 

SPANISH-AMERICAN  WAR. 


[contributed  by  capt  u.  a.  goodell.] 

The  President  having  issued  the  call  for  volunteers  and 
the  officers  having  mef  and  volunteered  the  6th  Regt.,  the  en- 
listment book  was  opened  at  the  armory  of  Co.  K  on  the  even- 
ing of  the  29th  of  April,  1898.  Fifty-one  names  were  secured 
that  night,  most  of  them  members  of  Co.  K,  6th  Inft,  M.  V.  M. 
Recruiting  went  on  briskly  for  the  next  few  days  and  the  de- 
sired number,  77,  was  soon  obtained.  Knowing  that  upon  the 
arrival  of  the  regiment  at  South  Framingham  the  men  would 
have  to  pass  a  rigid  examination,  I  applied  to  the  Selectmen  for 
doctors  to  examine  the  men,  in  order  to  save  the  expense  of 
transporting  the  rejected'men  back  from  camp.  Drs.  Reed  and 
Genereux  were  supplied  and  the  thoroughness  of  their  work 
was  proven,  as  we  lost  but  two  men  in  the  physical  examinations 
at  camp.  The  men  were  not  subjected  to  the  eye  test  here  as  the 
requirements  were  not  known.  In  this  test  we  lost  eight  men, 
making  in  all  ten  rejected.  Some  companies  lost  thirty  men  in 
these  examinations. 

On  the  6th  day  of  May  the  company  reported  at  camp  with 
74  men  and  two  officers.  Owing  to  sickness  in  his  family 
Lieut.  Higgins  did  not  volunteer  and  Lieut.  Portal  was  assigned 
to  Co.  K.  As  he  did  not  care  to  serve  William  P.  LaCroix  was 
sent  for  and  mustered  in  as  2nd  Lieut. 
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On  the  13th  day  of  May  the  company  was  mustered  into 
the  U.  S.  service.  We  remained  in  South  Framingham  till  the 
20th,  drilling,  drawing  clothing,  rations,  equipment,  etc.  On 
the  20th  we  received  orders  to  proceed  at  once  to  Camp  Alger, 
Va.  We  arrived  there  the  22d,  stopping  in  Baltimore  to  have 
that  famous  march  through  the  city,  which  is  now  a  matter  of 
history. 

While  in  Camp  Alger  orders  were  received  to  recruit  the 
company  up  to  109  men  and  Sergt.  Reed  was  sent  home  to  re- 
cruit the  desired  number.  He  performed  that  delicate  and  re- 
sponsible task  with  great  credit. 

The  time  at  Alger  was  spent  in  drilling,  practice  marches, 
and  getting  into  shape  for  the  more  serious  work  ahead.  Co. 
K  was  complimented  time  and  time  again  by  officers  high  in 
rank  for  discipline,  drill,  neatness  of  quarters  and  general  effi- 
ciency. While  here  Priv.  Martin  Walsh  was  taken  sick;  dying 
on  the  7th  of  July,  two  days  after  the  Company  started  for  the 
front. 

On  the  5th  of  July  the  Regiment  started  for  Santiago 
Cuba,  going  by  way  of  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  and  embark- 
ing on  the  transport  Yale  the  eighth  day  of  July.  We  arrived 
off  Siboney  the  nth,  in  time  to  see  the  last  of  the  bombard- 
ment of  Santiago.  The  time  spent  on  board  the  Yale,  the  poor 
rations,  cramped  quarters,  fierce  heat,  etc.,  is  a  matter  of  history 
and  does  not  need  to  be  repeated  here.  On  the  21st  we  started 
for  Porto  Rico,  arriving  at  Guanica,  P.  R.,  the  25th,  and  land- 
ing the  same  day.  Early  the  following  morning  Co.  K,  with  four 
other  companies,  was  ordered  to  the  front,  to  support  the 
companies  already  there. 

In  the  short  skirmish  that  followed,  Co.  K  bore  a  most  con- 
spicuous part,  being  assigned  to  the  most  difficult  and  danger- 
ous duty,  that  of  driving  the  enemy  from  a  high  and  steep  hill 
which  was  the  key  to  the  Spanish  line.  As  the  order  to  ad- 
vance was  given,  Co.  K  deployed  as  skirmishers  and  began  the 
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task  set  for  them  The  hill  was  thickly  overgrown  with  cactus 
and  protected  with  four  lines  of  barbed  wire  fence.  Brass  and 
mauser  bullets  sang  their  terrible  song.  The  fire  was  heavy 
but  thanks  to  the  poor  marksmanship  of  the  Spanish  was  not 
very  effective.  Corp'l  Gary  went  down  with  a  bullet  in  his 
neck ;  Private  Drummond  received  two  bullets  in  his  neck; 
Corp  1  Peterson  was  wounded  in  the  knee,  but  not  a  man  falt- 
ered. The  company  withheld  t heir  fire  until  the  top  of  the  hill 
was  reached  when  they  opened  such  a  well  directed  fire  that  the 
enemy  fled  in  confusion,  leaving  everything  behind  them.  Co. 
K  pursued  the  enemy  at  least  three-quarters  of  a  mile  beyond  the 
rest  of  the  American  line  and  were  only  stopped  by  positive 
orders  from  Gen.  Garretson.  After  the  skirmish  Co.  K  was 
ordered  to  the  hill  they  had  captured  and  told  to  fortify  and  hold 
it.  The  company  remained  on  the  hill  two  days  When  they  were 
relieved  and  went  back  to  camp.  On  their  arrival  in  camp 
they  were  very  highly  complimented  for  their  steadiness  and 
coolness  under  fire  and  their  very  efficient  work  in  driving  the 
enemy  from  an  almost  impregnible  position. 

On  the  30th  of  July  the  troops  started  from  Guanica  for  the 
march  across  the  island  to  San  Juan.  On  the  5th  of  August 
Capt.  Goodell  resigned  and  the  command  devolved  upon  Lieut. 
Putney.  On  Sept  3d,  Lieut.  Putney  was  sent  on  special  detail, 
and  1st  Serg't  Lee  was  in  command  of  the  company  until  the 
arrival  of  Lieut.  LaCroix,  who  had  been  left  in  the  hospital  sick 
with  malaria.  On  the  9th  of  October  Lieut.  Gray,  of  Co.  A,  hav- 
ing been  promoted  to  Captain  was  assigned  to  Co.  K,  and  re- 
mained with  the  company  until  mustered  out.  The  terrible 
march  across  the  island  over  almost  impassible  roads  and  trails, 
where  only  pick  mules  could  be  used  to  transport  rations  and 
supplies,  the  camps  in  malarial  swamps,  the  short  rations, 
drenching  rains  and  fierce  tropical  heat,  are  too  well  known  to 
be  repeated.    It  is  sufficient  to  say  that  Co.  K  bore  its  part 
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well,  always  having  more  than  the  average  number  of  men  for 
duty,  and  winning  praise  constantly. 

The  regiment  returned  on  the  Mississippi,  Oct.  27,  and  was 
met  by  a  delegation  from  town,  and  greeted  by  an  immense 
throng  on  their  arrival,  and  after  resting  a  few  days  were  given  a 
grand  reception. 

Serg't  G.  H.  Sayles  and  Priv.  Charles  E.  McGregor  were 
taken  sick  in  Porto  Rico,  brought  back  to  America,  but  failed 
to  recover.  Sayles  dying  at  Fortress  Monroe  and  McGregor 
in  South  Framingham. 

In  writing  this  short  account  of  the  record  of  Co  K,  I  have 
endeavored  to  note  only  the  principal  events.  In  closing  I  wish 
to  bear  earnest  testimony  to  the  willingness  and  faithfulness 
with  which  Co.  K  performed  every  duty,  and  in  behalf  of  the 
company  I  wish  to  thank  the  people  of  Southbridge,  and  espec- 
ially the  selectmen,  for  the  support  and  encouragement  which 
we  from  time  to  time  received. 

The  war  is  over  and  Co.  K  has  made  a  record  of  which  the 
citizens  of  Southbridge  and  surrounding  towns  may  well  feel 
proud.

Selectmen's  Report. 


The  year  that  has  just  closed  has  been  one  of  large  expen- 
ditures in  some  departments.  The  repairing  of  our  Town  Hall 
in  putting  the  building  in  safe  condition  for  all  future  time,  and 
the  expenditures  incurred  by  the  late  war,  in  connection  with 
Company  K,  have  drawn  very  heavy  upon  our  Town  hall  ac- 
count and  our  contingent  account.  We  felt  justified  in  these 
expenditures,  knowing  that  the  citizens  of  the  town  would  sup- 
port us  in  our  actions. 

Our  Highways  are  in  good  condition,  when  we  consider 
the  heavy  storms  that  we  have  had  to  contend  with.  As  an  ex- 
periment we  have  placed  a  thin  coat  of  broken  stone  or  maca- 
dam on  a  section  ol  Hamilton  street  from  Main  street  to  Crane 
street.  Thus  far  it  has  given  good  results,  and  we  would  re- 
commend a  continuance  of  this  work  through  Hamilton  street, 
as  we  consider  it  more  economical  than  gravel,  and  it  gives  us 
a  better  road. 

Our  sidewalks  are  in  good  condition,  except  where  the  old 
brick  walks  are  still  used.  Some  of  these  old  walks  are  danger- 
ous and  must  be  repaired.  All  sidewalks  vo'ed  last  spring  are 
completed  in  a  good,  substantial  way  and  are  now  public  walks 
of  the  town  and  will  last  for  many  years.  The  railings  and 
bridges  of  the  town  are  in  good  repair,  and  with  balances  to  the 
credit  of  these  accounts,  we  recommend  no  appropriations  for 
the  present  year. 

The  lighting  of  the  streets  of  the  town  is  becoming  a  very 
important  factor,  and  the  aemand  for  lights  which  is  shown  in 
the  Town  Warrant  seems  to  us  greater  than  the  ability  of  the 
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Electric  Light  company  to  supply,  judging  from  the  fact  that 
they  have  not  furnished  all  the  lights  voted  by  the  town  hereto- 
fore. In  regard  to  the  water  supply  the  late  fire  has  demon- 
strated to  us  the  importance  of  the  location  of  another  hydrant 
on  Main  street,  thereby  protecting  the  business  part  of  the  town 
more  thoroughly,  We  would  suggest  to  the  water  supply  com- 
pany that  they  extend  their  pipes  more  extensively,  crossing 
the  river  at  Globe  Village,  giving  supply  to  the  upper  section 
of  that  village  and  again  at  Mechanics  street  bridge,  supplying 
the  families  in  that  section. 

In  the  recommendations  for  the  different  departments  un- 
der our  charge,  we  have  asked  for  amounts  which  we  consider 
reasonable  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of  the  different  de- 
partments. We  can  also  state  with  pleasure  that  no  lawsuits 
are  now  pending  against  the  town. 

Southbridge  has  proven  its  loyalty  during  the  late  war  with 
Spain.  She  performed  her  duty  towards  the  brave  boys  that 
went  to  those  southern  battle  fields  and  her  patriotic  spirit  was 
with  them  when  they  returned.  We  are  proud  of  Southbridge. 
She  stands  second  to  none  in  the  Old  Bay  State.

(1  )  When  a  householder  knows  that  a  person  within  his 
family  is'sick  of  small-pox,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  or  any  other 
disease  dangerous  to  the  public  health,  he  shall  immediately 
give  notice  thereof  to  the  selectmen  or  board  of  health  of  the 
town  in  which  he  dwells,  and  upon  the  death,  recovery  or  re- 
moval of  such  persons  the  rooms  occupied  and  the  articles  used 
by  him  shall  be  disinfected  by  such  householder  in  a  manner 
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approved  by  the  board  of  health.  Any  person  neglecting  or  re- 
fusing to  comply  with  either  of  the  above  provisions  shall  forfeit 
a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars. 

(2.)  When  a  physician  knows  that  a  person  whom  he  is 
called  to  visit  is  infected  with  small-pox,  diphtheria,  scarlet 
fever  or  any  other  disease  dangerous  to  public  health,  he  shall 
immediately  give  notice  thereof  in  writing,  over  his  own  signa- 
ture, to  the  selectmen  or  board  of  health  of  the  town  ;  and  if  he 
refuses  or  neglects  to  give  such  notice  he  shall  forfeit  for  each 
offense  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars. 

Membraneous  croup  is  diphtheria  of  the  larynx,  and  as  such 
should  be  reported  as  diphtheria. 

A  proper  regard  for  the  priricipies  of  quarantine  and  disin- 
fection in  cases  of  infectious  and  contagious  diseases  may  pre- 
vent much  in  the  way  of  sickness  and  death.

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  you 
are  hereby  requested  to  notify  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of 
Southbridge,  aforesaid,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  affairs,  to 
meet  in  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Southbridge,  on  Monday  the 
third  day  of  April  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  on  the 
following  articles  : 

Article  i.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said 
meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  en- 
suing year,  viz:  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Selectmen,  Overseers  of  the 
Poor,  Board  of  Health,  Assessors,  School  Committee,  Auditors 
of  Accounts,  Cemetery  Committee.

SELECTMEN'S  REPORT. 


We  submit  a  report  in  brief  of  the  different  de- 
partments that  come  under  our  oharge.  We  have 
endeavored  to  keep  within  the  appropriations  of  the 
several  departments  and  the  Auditor's  report  will  show 
that  we  have  done  so  with,  perhaps,  one  or  two  ex- 
ceptions. 

There  was  no  appropriations  for  railings  or  bridge* 
last  year,  therefore  the  railing  account  is  overdrawn, 
as  some  new  railing  was  put  up  which  was  not  con- 
sidered last  spring  when  appropriations  were  asked 
for. 

The  contingent  account  is  largely  overdrawn 
owing  to  the  condition  of  the  account  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  year.  Contingencies  constantly 
arise,  which  draw  heavily  upon  this  account  which 
cannot  be  estimated  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 
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We  have  a  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  highway 
account.  Our  highways  and  streets  were  in  the  best 
of  condition  until  the  unusual  heavy  rains  in  Feb- 
ruary which  has  left  them  at  the  closing  of  the  year 
in  very  poor  condition  and  will  necessitate  the  expen- 
diture of  quite  a  large  amount  of  money  to  place  them 
back  in  good  condition  for  travel. 

As  to  the  best  methods  of  repairing  our  streets 
and  highways  the  Selectmen  have  thought  best  to 
make  a  few  suggestions,  or  recommendations,  as  they 
have  given  the  matter  some  consideration. 

For  material  for  our  streets  we  would  recommend 
broken  stone  of  different  grades  in  place  of  gravel. 
The  limited  experience  the  town  has  had  has 
demonstrated  to  us  that  when  the  broken  stone  has 
been  used  the  streets  have  been  in  better  condition 
without  the  usual  outlay  of  money.  They  not 
only  stand  the  wash  of  the  heavy  rains  but  most  of 
the  time  they  are  clean  and  free  of  mud.  The  use  of 
broken  stone  will  necessitate  the  purchasing  or  hiring 
of  a  steam  roller,  therefore  we  recommend  the  pur- 
chasing of  a  steam  roller  as  a  matter  of  economy.  All 
up  to  date  towns  in  the  state  own  a  steam  roller  in 
order  to  give  better  streets  and  better  highways. 
Southbridge  should  not  be  behind  in  this  advance- 
ment towards  economy. 

Our  bridges  are  in  good  condition  excepting  one 
or  two  smaller  ones  which  must  be  repaired  and  wid- 
ened. Most  of  them  have  been  thoroughly  overhauled 
and  new  planked  and  safe  for  public  travel. 

Our  sidewalks  are  in  good  condition  and  a  credit 
to  the  town  with  one  or  two  exceptions.   A  few  of  the 
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old  brick  walks  still  remain  and  are  getting  in  an  un- 
safe condition,  and  must  be  repaired,  either  with  new 
bricks  or  concrete.  We  recommend  concrete.  It  may 
cost  a  trifle  more  but  is  cheaper  in  the  end.  During 
the  past  year  we  have  taken  up  several  pieces  of  brick 
walk  and  replaced  with  concrete;  also  recovered  walks 
where  needed.  "  We  have  also  built  about  5000  feet  of 
new  walks  on  Worcester,  Everett  and  Morris  streets; 
they  are  now  established  walks  belonging  to  the  town. 

For  our  Militia  boys  we  would  recommend  the 
usual  appropriation.  Southbridge  should  feel  proud  of 
its  Armory  and  Co.  K  under  the  captaincy  of  U.  A. 
Goodell  and  his  competent  officers.  Co.  K  stands  sec- 
ond to  none  in  the  State.  The  Armory  has  been  fitted 
up  with  modern  improvements,  including  a  rifle  range, 
shower  bath  room  and  pool  room.  The  State  pays  the 
town  for  rent  $400  per  year  and  $125  for  janitor  ser- 
vice. Our  Armory  receives  a  flattering  report  from 
inspection  officers,  claiming  it  is  one  of  the  best  in  the 
State. 

For  the  Police  Department  we  would  recommend 
a  paid  police  force,  the  present  police  protection  is  very 
unsatisfactory  to  the  law  abiding  citizens  of  the  town, 
and  they  are  demanding  better  police  protection,  and. 
in  order  to  give  them  what  they  demand,  the  town 
should  establish  a  paid  police  force.  Abolish  the 
Watch  District  and  organize  a  regular  Uniform  Police 
Department. 

The  money  that  is  now  expended  for  payment  of 
Watch  District  Officers  and  the  Police  Officers  that 
are  appointed  by  the  selectmen  yearly,  is  almost 
enough  to  pay  a  police  force  of  six  good  men,  doing 
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duty  night  and  day. 

We  expend  nearly  $3,000  a  year  for  our  present 
police  protection,  and  what  do  we  get  for  the  money  ? 
The  Watch  District  JOfticers  are  handi-capped.  They 
have  a  certain  district  to  cover  and  are  obliged  to  go 
on  the  hmry-up-step  in  order  to  cover  their  beat  in 
time  to  drive  the  pins  in  the  watch.  What  protection 
can  they  give  in  criminal  cases  ?. 

An  appropriation  of  $4,000  would  give  us  a  good 
up-to-date  police  force  and  protection  to  the  citizens  of 
both  villages  night  and  day.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Southbridge: — 

Education  is  a  giant  force  put  into  our  hands  for 
good  or  for  evil.  The  years  of  childhood  and  youth 
ordinarily  spent  in  the  school  leave  an  impress  on  the 
character  which  all  the  subsequent  years  of  life  can- 
not efface.  We  are  too  apt  to  forget  or  never  to 
realize  our  tremendous  responsibility  in  this  matter. 
When  our  attention  is  called  to  it,  we  either  make 
light  of  it,  or  try  to  shift  the  burden  on  some  one  else. 
This  responsibility  is  certainly  shared  by  Teachers, 
Superintendent,  Committee  and  Parents,  and  none 
can  throw  off  his  share  upon  the  others,  nor  can  any 
one  intelligently  dare  to  say  that  he  has  fulfilled  his 
whole  duty.  The  phases  of  true  educational  work 
are    many,     and    much    might    be    forcibly  and 
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profitably  urged,  upon  your  attention  in  regard  to 
every  one  of  them.  Yet  none  but  the  most  reckless 
and  indifferent  to  all  real  good,  can  fail  at  once  to 
admit  that  the  most  important  of  all  is  in  the  direc- 
tion of  moral  character.  Where  this  is  lacking,  all 
is  lacking.  Learning,  power  of  thought,  even  genius 
itself  become  worthless,  or  harmful,  without  a  found- 
ation of  moral  character  on  which  to  rest,  in  which  to 
be  rooted,  and  out  of  which  to  draw  nourishment  for 
healthy  growth  and  activity.  The  Statutes  of  our 
Commonwealth  require  in  no  doubtful  language,  "all 
instructors  of  youth,  to  exert  their  best  endeavors  to 
impress  on  the  minds  of  children  and  youth  committed 
to  their  care  and  instruction,  the  principles  of  piety 
and  justice  and  a  sacred  regard  for  truth;  love  of  their 
country,  humanity,  and  universal  benevolence;  so- 
briety, industry,  and  frugality;  chastity,  moderation, 
and  temperance;  and  those  other  virtues  which  are  the 
ornament  of  human  society  and  the  basis  upon  which 
a  republican  constitution  is  founded."  Teachers  and 
Committees  may  by  no  means  throw  off  their  respon- 
sibility. They  are  unquestionably  too  often  negligent 
in  this  matter.  But  parents  need  to  realize  that  the  pri- 
mary and  highest  responsibility  must  always  rest  with 
them.  It  is  to  be  feared  that  comparatively  few  pa- 
rents think  much  about  it.  The  School  Committee  of 
one  town  in  our  Commonwealth  have  boldly  and  nobly 
sounded  a  loud  note  of  alarm  in  this  direction.  Nor  is 
there  any  reason  to  believe  that  the  conditions  in  their 
town  are  specially  exceptional.  All  our  -citizens  need 
to  take  warning.  The  welfare  of  the  Nation  rests  on 
the  foundation  rock  of  moral  character  in  its  citizens. 
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Moral  corruption  undermines  the  foundation  of  all 
government,  If  the  youth  of  our  land  grow  up  with 
lax  ideas  and  careless  habits  in  respect  to  integrity  and 
virtue,  there  is  only  disaster  before  us.  The  Committee 
above  referred  to  say,  "  We  appeal  to  parents  to  be  v&ytli*? 
creel  about  ((Motrins/  their  children  to  he  on  the  public  street*  in 
the  evening.  .  .  .  Keep  track  of  your  children.  Knoo:  just 
where  they  are,  and  with  whom  they  associate.'"  Surely  this 
is  sound  advice.  We  believe  that  these  suggestions 
cannot  be  too  strongly  urged  for  the  welfare  of  our 
children  and  youth,  and  that  they  need  very  special 
emphasis  at  the  present  time.  Strict  honesty  and  parity 
of  word  and  act  are  essential  to  the  welfare  not  only  of 
the  individual,  but  of  the  whole  community.  "A  word 
to  the  wise  is  sufficient." 

Since  our  last  report,  the  High  School  room,  as 
then  recommended,  has  been  enlarged  and  fair  ac- 
commodation thus  provided  for  our  increasing  num- 
bers. An  important  advance  has  been  made  in  the 
employment  of  an  additional  teacher,  a  necessity  for 
the  number  of  pupils,  and  giving  opportunity  for  more 
thorough  work.  The  Town  is  to  be  congratulated  on  a 
decided  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  High 
School. 

A  man  who  thinks  he  has  attained  his  ideal,  has 
no  ideal  worth  striving  for.  The  moment  we  cease  to 
have  "Excelsior!"  for  our  motto,  we  begin  to  slide 
backward.  It  is  to  be  taken  for  granted  that  you  all 
desire  your  Committee,  Superintendent,  and  Teachers 
to  aim  to  secure  the  best  books,  the  best  apparatus, 
and  employ  the  best  methods  of  instruction,  keeping 
abreast  of  all  that  is  really  good  and  helpful  in  modern 
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thought  and  experience.  This  we  are  trying  to  do. 
But  it  is  needful  to  remember  that  everything  of  value 
costs  something.  Real  improvement  in  schools  always 
requires  increasing  expenses.  We  hope  you  will  ap- 
preciate this  fact,  and  be  ready  to  grant  appropriations 
accordingly. 

As  in  some  previous  Reports,  we  would  again  urge 
upon  parents  the  great  importance  of  coming  into 
closer  touch  with  Teachers,  Superintendent,  and  Com- 
mittee, as  one  of  the  very  best  means  of  improving 
your  schools,  and  helping  your  children:

To  the  School  Committee  of  Southbridge: 

Gentlemen:  The  report  for  the  year  1899-1900  is 
herewith  respecfully  submitted.  This  is  the  fifteenth 
of  the  series  of  annual  reports  from  this  office  and  the 
fourteenth  of  the  present  Superintendent. 

The  report  relative  to  attendance  has  heretofore 
been  given  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  with  February,but 
hereafter  on  recommendation  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
State  Board  of  Education,  attendance  reports  will  be 
made  for  the  year  ending  with  June.  This  is  done  to 
secure  uniformity  throughout  the  State,  having  the  re- 
ports cover  the  same  period  of  time.  In  this  i  report 
statistics  are  made  for  both  the  last  School  year,  end- 
ing with  June  and  for  the  fiscal  year,  ending  with  Feb 
1900. 

Sec.  13,  Chap.  496,  Acts  of  1898.  The  new  School 
census  is  to  be  taken  for  the  first  time  in  September 
1899. 
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It  is  recommended  that,  in  all  towns  and  cities 
that  do  not  already  require  it,  School  registers  shall  he 
opened  and  enrolment  lists  begun  at  that  time,  and 
that  thereafter  school  attendance  facts  shall  be  deter- 
mined for  a  School  year  beginning  at  that  time.

The  school  census  of  1891)  was  taken  in  September 
as  required.  The  number  of  children  between  the  ages 
of  5  and  15  was  found  to  be  2,018,  333  more  than  by 
the  enrolment  of  1898.    The  total  number  of  pupils 
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registered  in  the  public  schools  is  37  more  than  in  the 
previous  year.  The  total  number  enroled  in  the  par- 
ochial school  is  994,  making  314  more  pupils  than  re- 
ported by  the  September  enrolment.  This  is  account- 
ed for  by  the  entrance  of  new  pupils  and  by  the  at- 
tendance of  pupils  a  part  of  the  time  at  the  public- 
schools  and  a  part  of  the  time  at  the  parochial  schooJs, 
thus  causing  a  duplicate  enrolment.  The  per  cent,  of 
attendance  is  lower  than  for  several  years.  This  was 
anticipated  on  account  of  the  prevailing  sickness  of 
the  last  two  months  of  the  year.

The  financial  statement  shows  a  balance  to  the 
credit  of  each  account. 

From  other  towns  the  sum  of  $330.77  has  been  re- 
ceived for  tuitions  of  pupils,  and  $81.00  has  been  paid 
for  the  tuition  of  children  of  the  Dennison  district.  The 
total  expenditures  of  the  School  Department  for  the 
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year,  not  including  permanent  improvements  and  the 
Evening  Schools,  have  been  $2*2,871.07,  an  increase  of 
$1,316.15  over  the  preceding  year.

These  schools  were  in  session  fourteen  weeks  clos- 
ing Dec.  23rd.  The  length  of  each  session  was  one  and 
one  half  hours,  beginning  at  7  o'clock.  The  two 
schools  for  boys  were  conducted  by  Mr  Knowles;  the 
center  school  for  girls  was  in  charge  of  Miss  Holmes, 
and  that  at  River  street  in  charge  of  Miss  Agnes  M. 
Meagher. 

In  a  manufacturing  town  like  Southbridge  where 
there  is  constant  demand  for  the  service  of  boys  and 
girls  and  where,  with  a  large  number  of  children,  regu- 
lar attendance  at  day  school  ceases  at  the  age  when 
employment  is  allowable,  and  where  so  many  with 
little  or  no  knowledge  of  the  English  language,  are 
constantly  coming  to  town,  the  evening  school  seems 
a  necessity. 

The  experience  of  previous  years  adds  each  year 
to  the  efficiencv  in  the  management  of  these  schools. 
Of  the  nine  teachers  employed  all  but  three  were  regu- 
lar teachers  in  the  public  schools,  bringing  to  the  ser- 
vice experience  and  professional  training.  No  one  of 
them  was  allowed  to  work  more  than  three  evenings  a 
Aveek. 

A  majority  of  the  pupils  attended  from  choice  and 
showed  by  diligent  attention,  an  appreciation  of  the 
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opportunities  afforded;  a  few  attend  to  avoid  conflict 
with  labor  laws,  and  show  very  little  interest  in  the 
work. 

Of  the  whole  number  of  pupils  registered  two  were 
present  at  every  session,  eleven  all  but  (M&;eigAtee?i  were 
absent  twice,  eighteen  were  absent  three  times  and 
tioenty,  four  evenings.  Fifteen  were  present  less  than 
one  half  of  the  time,  of  whom  four  were  not  in  town 
the  whole  of  the  time,  and  four  others  were  excused 
on  account  of  illness. 


REPAIRS 

The  appropriation  for  this  department  was  largely 
used  for  unexpected  repairs.  Early  in  the  spring  the 
heater  at  the  Ammidown  school  house  became  unsafe 
and  unfit  for  further  use.  This  was  replaced  by  a 
Barstow  jacketed  heater  which  cost  $45.00.  The  fur- 
naces at  the  Main  street  and  School  street  buildings 
were  furnished  with  new  linings  at  an  expense  of 
180.44.  The  wall  in  the  rear  of  the  Marcy  street 
school  lot  fell  down  and  was  relaid  and  the  grading  of 
the  lot  completed,  this  at  a  cost  of  $210.86.  At  the 
Marcy  street  building  the  floor  of  the  cold  air  rooms 
was  cemented  at  an  expense  of  $33.47. 

The  special  appropriation  for  the  addition  to  the 
High  school  department  was  exhausted  in  completing 
tb'  new  work  and  providing  the  required  new  fur- 
nil  re.  The  re-dressing  the  original  room,  covering 
thi  steam  pipes,  adjusting  the  electric  bell  and  sundry 
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other  necessary  work,  costing  $220.18,  was  charged  to 
the  account  of  general  repairs.  The  total  cost  of  these 
improvements  was  $589.95.  So  much  of  the  appro- 
priation was  required  for  work  not  provided  for  in  the 
estimate  of  the  years"  expenses,  that  it  seemed  hest  to 
defer  re-building  the  fence  on  the  N.  E.  side  of  the 
Marcy  street  lot. 

In  the  line  of  future  necessary,  or,  at  least,  de- 
sirable improvements  I  would  call  your  attention  to 
the  following:  In  the  large  recitation  room  and  the 
smaller  adjoining  room  of  the  High  school  department, 
there  is  not  sufficient  radiating  surface  to  properly 
warm  the  rooms  in  severe  weather.  I  would  suggest 
that  a  radiator  of  much  larger  surface  be  placed  in 
the  large  room  and  one  of  the  present  small  radiators 
be  moved  to  the  smaller  room. 

The  Marcy  street  building  will  not  be  considered 
completed  until  the  walls  and  ceilings  are  tinted.  It 
was  the  intention  of  the  Building  Committee  to  do  this 
before  handing  it  over  to  the  School  Committee,  but 
they  were  advised  that  it  would  be  better  to  wait  one 
or  two  years.  The  estimated  cost  of  this  is  about  $500. 
It  would  be  an  improvement  to  the  High  school  room 
and  to  the  laboratory  to  have  the  walls  and  ceilings 
tinted,  giving  a  uniform  shade  to  the  original,  and 
new  parts.    The  estimated  cost  of  this  is  about  $150. 

The  Eiver  street  house  requires  re-shingling  this 
season,  otherwise  the  school  houser:  of  the  town  are 
generally  in  fair  condition,  and  wilt  require,  for  some 
tin  e,  only  ordinary  attention. 
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HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  increased  numbers  in  the  high  school  in  Sep- 
tember clearly  demanded  a  stronger  teaching  force, 
and  Miss  Laura  B.  Williams,  a  lady  of  considerable  ex- 
perience in  educational  work  and  well  known  in  this 
vicinity,  was  added  to  the  corps  of  teachers. 

At  the  end  of  the  school  year,  Mr  Carey  resigned 
in  response  to  a  call  to  a  position  in  a  college  in  Cali- 
fornia, and  Mr  Jesse  B  Mowry  was  elected  to  the  po- 
sition of  teacher  of  Science  studies  and  higher  Mathe- 
matics. 

The  school  is  now  doing  its  work  under  more  fav- 
orable conditions  than  ever  before.  The  main  room 
now  accommodates  the  entire  school,  and  is  well 
warmed,  ventilated  and  lighted.  The  additional 
teacher  allows  longer  periods  for  recitation  and  a  little 
time  to  the  principal  for  supervision  of  the  work  of 
the  several  departments, 


THE  COMMON  SCHOOLS 

The  re-arrangement  of  the  schools  a  year  ago  last 
September  makes  it  practicable  to  avoid,  in  nearly 
every  case,  classes  too  large  to  be  properly  managed  by 
one  teacher.  The  laws  relating  to  the  education  of 
children,  requiring  them  to  attend  school  between  the 
ages  of  seven  and  fourteen,  lose  their  force  unless  the 
conditions  for  successful  work  in  the  class  looms  are 
favorable.    If  the  classes  are  too  small,  there  is  want- 
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ing  that  stimulus  to  activity,  so  desirable  to  both 
teacher  and  pupils  for  the  best  results.  If  the  classes 
are  too  large,  opportunity  is  wanting  to  meet  the  in  di- 
vidual needs  of  pupils  so  essential  to  intelligent  ad- 
vancement. A  course  of  study  for  a  system  of  graded 
schools  is  necessarily  made  on  the  basis  of  the  capacity 
of  the  average  pupil,  but  the  capacities  and  powers  of 
a  class  of  forty  pupils  vary  greatly,  some  doing  the 
work  of  an  ordinary  lesson  in  much  less  time  than 
others.  That  all  may  be  kept  busy  during  the  entire 
period  of  study  extra  work  is  provided  for  the  quicker 
pupils — those  able  to  do  more  than  the  assigned  les- 
son— extra  examples  in  arithmetic  or  special  topics  in 
geography,  history  or  language  to  be  looked  up  and 
reported  upon.  This  extra  work  is  entirely  optional, 
yet  those  able  to  do  it  show  a  readiness  for  additional 
work  and  obtain  and  report  supplementary  informa- 
tion. 

The  demands  of  the  schools  are  constantly  grow  - 
ing more  and  more  exacting  and  the  teacher  of  today 
must  be  superior  in  equipment  to  the  teacher  of  even 
a  few  years  ago.  In  our  schools  it  is  the  earnest  pur- 
pose of  the  teaching  force  to  meet  the  constantly  in- 
creasing requirements — to  attain  a  higher  standard  in 
teaching.  To  do  this  it  is  necessary  to  keep  familiar 
with  the  best  professional  thought  of  the  day  through 
educational  periodicals  and  papers  presented  at  meet- 
ings of  educators. 

Teachers  must  visit  good  schools  to  study  methods 
and  management  in  other  conditions  than  their  own  and 
perhaps,  gain  new  inspiration  and  increased  efficiency 
by  attendance  at  one  of  the  many  summer  institutes. 
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All  this  costs  moDey  and  cannot  be  done  on  a  mere 
living  salary.  In  recognition  of  this,  at  the  beginning 
of  the  school  year,  an  addition  was  made  to  the  sala- 
ries of  teachers  in  the  lower  grades,  and  to  individual 
teachers  having  special  responsibility  in  higher  grades. 
The  work  of  the  schools  has  been  carried  on  in  an  un- 
usually quiet  and  methodical  manner,  and  nothing 
save  the  recent  interruption  by  prevailing  ill  i.  ess,  has 
occurred  to  disturb  the  orderly  progress. 


DISCIPLINE 

To  succeed  in  discipline  the  teach ei  must  have 
sufficient  tact  to  understand  the  motives  which  actuate 
the  pupil  in  causing  annoyance,  and  not  to  impute  mo- 
tives which  are  not  his.  Children  have  a  keen  sense 
of  justice  and  resent  being  misjudged.  The  power  to 
quell  disorder  is  of  less  value  than  the  power  to  forsee 
and  preveut  it.  So  the  teacher  is  most  successful  in 
management  who  has  the  tact  to  prevent  disorder. 
A  commanding  personality  may  secure  the  outward 
appearance  of  an  orderly  school,  and  yet  not  be  a  dis.- 
ciplinaiian  in  the  higher  sense  of  the  term.  Discipline 
implies  a  capacity  for  self  control  and  effective  work, 
the  will  of  the  pupils  acting  responsively  to  the  will  of 
the  teacher.  The  most  orderly  school  is  not  necessari- 
ly the  most  quiet.  There  must  be  the  hum  of  business 
and  something  always  on  hand  more  interesting  and 
important  than  mischief.  The  teacher  who  succeeds 
in  keeping  the  children  so  busy  during  working  hours 
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on  the  legitimate  work  of  the  classroom  that  there  is 
no  time  to  think  of  anything  else,  when  pupils  have 
learned  the  power  of  self  control,  have  learned  to 
work  and  to  love  work,  is  the  real  disciplinarian,  and 
her  school  has  a  near  approach  to  the  ideal  school. 

The  discipline  in  our  schools  is  highly  commend- 
able. In  many  class-rooms  there  is  apparently  no  at- 
tention given  to  "keeping  order."  Everyone  is  dilli- 
gently  employed  in  the  work  at  hand  and  the  occasion 
for  attention  to  conduct  does  not  appear.  During  the 
year,  very  few  cases  of  discipline,  in  comparason  with 
preceding  years,  have  b.een  referred  to  the  Superin- 
tendent, and  none  have  been  referred  to  the  Board. 


READING 

The  connection  between  the  schools  and  the  pub- 
lic library  is  growing  closer  every  year.  The  teachers 
are  interested  in  teaching  their  pupils  not  only  how  to 
read  intelligently  but  what  to  read,  and  are  constantly 
suggesting  books  for  home  reading.  Every  school  has 
a  variety  of  supplementary  reading  matter — books  re- 
lating to  the  studies  pursued,  and  others  having  a  pur- 
pose to  cultivate  a  taste  for  the  best  in  literature. 
Not  all  that  is  desired  is  accomplished  bat  an  impulse 
is  given  in  the  right  direction  to  many  which  cannot 
fail  to  influence  in  after  life. 

Our  children  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  at- 
tractive character  of  the  reading  books  now  in  their 
hands — books  beautiful  in  illustration  and  rich  in  va- 
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riety  of  interesting  and  instructive  reading  matter. 

Love  of  Country  is  taught  by  the  observance  of  Me- 
morial day,  saluting  the  flag  and  by  lessons  on  the 
heroes,  both  civil  and  military,  of  our  country's  history 
not  forgetting  the  real  foundation  of  all  true  patriotism 
which  is  respect  for  and  obedience  to  all  rightful  au- 
thority, whether  of  the  home,  or  school,  or  laws  of 
the  land. 


SCHOOL  ROOM  DECORATIONS 


Much  interest  has  been  manifested  during  the  year 
by  the  teachers  and  pupils  in  school  room  decoration, 
and  much  has  been  done  in  that  direction.  From  tne 
proceeds  of  the  musical  entertainment  given  by  the 
higher  classes  of  the  grammar  schools  last  June  under 
the  direction  of  Mrs  Carpenter,  twenty  large  pictures — 
portraits  and  reproductions  of  the  old  masters — in 
frames,  have  been  hung  in  the  school  rooms  and  halls 
of  the  Marcy  street  building. 

Through  the  kindness  of  friends  we  have  also 
placed  in  the  same  building  seven  other  interesting  re- 
productions. 

In  the  high  school,  from  the  same  source  we  have 
placed  eleven  pictures  consisting  of  classic  reproduc- 
tions, porti  aits  and  landscapes.  The  class  of  '99  have 
presented  a  bust  of  Webster. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Mr.  J.  T.  Clarke,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Dear  Sir:  I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  you 
a  report  of  the  High  School  for  the  year  1899-1900. 

There  have  heen  137  pupils  enrolled  during  the 
past  year,  50  hoys  and  87  girls. 

Of  this  number  26  have  attended  from  out  of  town. 

During  the  past  year  several  important  changes 
have  l)8en  made. 

In  the  summer  vacation  an  addition  of  30  feet 
was  made  to  the  High  School  department  thus  giving 
opportunity  to  seat  all  the  pupils  in  the  main  room. 
This  has  been  a  great  advantage  in  discipline  and 
since  the  change  no  friction  has  arisen  between  pupils 
and  teachers. 

There  are  at  present  117  desks  in  the  main  room 
with  ample  floor  space  for  any  additional  desks  that 
may  be  needed  within  the  next  few  years. 

Owing  to  the  increased  number  of  pupils  another 
assistant  was  engaged  in  September,  thus  giving  an 
opportunity  to  lengthen  the  time  of  the  recitation 
period. 

The  school  session  was  also  changed  from  one  to 
two  sessions.  Superintendent  Leaver,  of  Boston,  in  a 
recent  article  in  the  Educational  Review  says  that  in 
the  ideal  school  of  the  twentieth  century  "The  solid 
five  hours  of  school  work  will  be  broken  up  and 
spread  over  a  longer  part  of  the  day.  There  will  be 
ample  time  about  mid-day  for  a  substantial  meal." 

The  percentage  of  attendance  has  decreased  from 
90.26  in  1898-9  to  93.2  for  the  past  year.    A  part  of 
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this  decrease  is  because  some  pupils  find  a  ready  ex- 
cuse for  not  returning  to  the  afternoon  session. 

Of  the  class  of  '99  .62  of  the  original  entries  gradu- 
ated and  .38  of  the  graduates  will  attend  higher  in- 
stitutions. 

The  class  at  graduation  presented  the  school  with 
a  bust  of  Darnel  Webster. 

An  anonymous  friend  has  recently  presented  the 
school  with  eleven  photographs,  part  illustrative  of 
ancient  art  and  part  representing  typical  works  of 
the  old  masters. 

They  not  only  beautify  the  rooms  but  also  by 
their  silent  influence  tend  to  ennoble  all. 

It  is  impossible  to  heat  t  wo  of  the  recitation  rooms 
above  65  degrees  in  the  coldest  weather  and  the  dif- 
ference of  temperature  in  the  various  rooms  has  been 
the  cause  of  frequent  colds.  More  radiation  should  be 
placed  in  these  rooms.

REPORT  OF  DRAWING 

"No  one  will  claim  that  any  kind  of  training  can 
produce  a  genuis  nor  that  any  great  work  of  art  can 
emanate  from  such  a  limited  study  of  drawing  as  the 
time  of  the  public  schools  affords;  but  we  do  know  that 
the  right  kind  of  training  will  call  forth  the  natural 
tendencies  of  the  pupils  and  develop  inherent  ability; 
and  who  is  to  say  where  genius  or  ordinary  ability 
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may  be  found,  or  what  the  possibilities  of  any  mortal 
maybe."  Individuals  develope  differently  and  it  is  im- 
possible to  say  which  of  our  children  will  develope 
genius  or  which  one  will  adopt  as  his  life  work  the 
study  and  practice  of  art,  As  time  goes  on  our  pupils 
show  a  gradual  improvement  in  drawing  and  a  greater 
ability  to  appreciate  works  of  art  brought  to  their 
notice. 

The  exhibit  held  in  June  was  beneficial  in  many 
ways.  The  children  were  pleased  to  show  their  pa- 
rents what  they  had  done  and  the  parents  gained  a 
clearer  idea  of  the  work  and  by  showing  an  interest  in 
the  work  of  the  child  incited  him  to  further  efforts. 
We  were  only  sorry  that  more  of  the  parents  did  not 
come  to  see  the  drawings  and  encourage  the  children 
in  their  efforts.  A  little  interest  on  the  part  of  the  pa- 
rents goes  much  further  than  anything  the  teacher  can 
say  in  encouraging  the  child  iu  his  studies.  Mr  Bailey 
of  the  State  Board  addressed  the  teachers  for  an  hour 
last  June,  He  spoke  very  favorably  of  the  exhibit  and 
was  especially  pleased  with  the  children's  drawings  of 
plants  in  jars  and  their  panels  of  flowers  painted  in 
their  natural  colors. 

This  fall  we  began  with  the  study  of  leaves  and 
twigs,  painting  the  autumn  leaves  and  the  bright  alder 
berries  which  were  so  plentiful.  Nuts,  fruit  and  vege- 
tables formed  interesting  studies  and  it  was  amusing 
to  see  the  enthusiasm  with  which  the  children  tugged 
big  yellow  pumpkins  into  the  school  room  for  a  draw- 
ing lesson. 

Toys  have  add  jd  interest  in  the  fourth  and  fifth 
grades,  and  large  toy  horses  posed  as  models,  some 
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good  results  being  obtained  from  them.  Tops  and 
balls  are  also  good  subjects  for  the  fourth  grade  pupils. 
We  draw  many  different  objects,  including  studies 
from  life,  finishing  some  in  ink,  some  in  color  and 
others  in  pencil.  Among  other  things  in  the  sixth  and 
seventh  grades,  the  school  flower  pots  with  their  plants 
were  painted  in  colors,  In  the  eighth  and nineth grades 
much  time  lias  been  spent  in  designing  table  covers, 
rugs,  wall  papers  and  book-covers;  these  latter  being 
planned  to  be  used  as  the  covers  to  our  essays  on  the 
different  artists  as  we  are  studying  Raphael,  Michael, 
Angelo.  Landseer,  Hofman,  Rosa  Bonheur  and  many 
others.  Each  teacher  has  two  artists  to  study  during 
the  year  and  she  has  the  class  write  compositions 
about  them.  We  have  the  Perry  pictures  to  illustrate 
our  papers  on  the  hues  of  the  artists  and  many  of  the 
children  like  to  make  collections  of  these  pictures:  they 
thus  become  familiar  with  many  artists  before  they 
reach  the  high  school. 

Development  of  appreciation  of  the  beautiful  in 
form  and  color  in  nature  and  in  works  of  art  has  so 
much  to  do  with  the  highest  enjoyment  of  life  and  its 
influence. on  character  there  can  be  no  question  as  to 
the  desirability  of  it  as  an  element  of  education.  We 
have  been  able  to  secure  a  good  number  of  large  pic- 
tures including  several  reproductions  of  the  old  mas- 
ters and  we  are  hoping  some  of  our  good  fiiehds  will 
help  us  to  buy  others  for  our  school  room  walls.  In 
many  places  the  citizens  have  contributed  largely  for 
the  decoration  of  the  school  houses.  A  large  part  of 
the  child's  life  is  spent  in  school  and  why  compel  him 
to  gaze  constantly  at  the  bare  walls  and  utter  lack  of 
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beauty  usual  to  a  school  room.  We  have  all  enjoyed 
our  new  school  house  and  are  hoping  to  make  it  still 
more  attractive,  and  the  lower  grades,  in  their  plain 
houses  are  striving  to  improve  their  surrounding*?. 
But,  except  in  a  few  cases  where  the  teachers  have 
taken  pains  to  brighten  the  room  with  her  own  plants — 
the  children's  surroundings  are  still  very  plain. 

In  the  High  school  the  entering  class  has  made  good 
progress  in  object  drawing  and  has  painted  some  of 
their  still-life  groups  in  the  natural  colors.  A  few 
primary  school  children  have  posed  very  willingly  as 
models  for  the  work  from  life.  The  class  has  been 
much  interested  in  plans  of  houses,  copying  some 
and  originating  others.  In  June  we  made  some  very 
good  designs  for  stained  glass  windows  which  received 
much  commendation  from  our  friends  at  the  exhibit. 

Our  charcoal  work  by  the  Sophomore  class,  has 
been  more  successful  than  usual,  some  dfhcult  groups 
being  executed  by  members  of  the  class,  and  some 
of  our  number  have  been  especially  successful  in  the 
light  and  shade  from  casts. 

The  teachers  have  been  very  helpful  in  many 
ways  and  I  wish  to  thank  them  for  their  helpfulness 
and  hearty  co-operation  as  with  our  kind  superinten- 
dent they  have  done  much  to  make  the  work  a  suc- 
cess.

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SCHOOL  SIGNALS. 

The  school  signal  has  been  given  six  times  during 
the  year,  twice  for  one  session,  three  times  for  no  school 
in  any  grade  and  once  for  afternoon  session.  On  Feh. 
5th  after  a  severe  storm  had  cleared  away  before  noon 
the  signal  was  given  at  12.30  for  an  afternoon  session. 
Not  more  than  half  of  the  pupils  responded.  The  sig- 
nals are  as  follows: — 

SIGNALS. 

Alarm  at  8  a.  m.,  one  blow,  no  school  for  Primary 
grade. 

Same  signal  repeated  immediately,  no  school  in 
any  grade. 

Alarm  at  11.30  a.  m.,  one  blow,  one  session. 
Alarm  at  12.30,  one  blow,  afternoon  session  for  all 
schools. 

Special  attention  is  called  to  a  very  brief  summary 
of  the  laws  relating  to  the  administration  of  the  schools. 
These  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix,  and  should  be 
understood. 

Our  teachers  have  worked  faithfully  and  intelli- 
gently, and,  in  the  main,  the  schools  have  been  well 
conducted.  With  each  years  added  experience  and 
with  the  liberal  support  of  the  town,  it  is  reasonable  to 
expect  constant  advancement  in  methods  of  instruc- 
tion and  management  and  in  tne  general  efficiency  of 
the  schools.

APPENDIX. 


SUMMARY  OF  EDUCATIONAL  LAWS 

No  child  can  be  employed  in  a  factory,  workshop, 
or  mercantile  establishment  under  fourteen  years  of 
age. 

Such  child  cannot  be  employed  at  any  kind  of  ser- 
vice while  school  is  in  session,  or  before  six  in  the 
morning  and  after  seven  in  the  evening. 

No  child  under  sixteen  can  be  employed  in  a  fac- 
tory, workshop  or  mercantile  establishment  unless  the 
employer  (1)  secures  an  age  and  schooling  certificate 
for  each  child,  (2)  posts  prominently  at  the  entrance  of 
Ins  building  a  list  of  all  such  children  employed,  and 
(3.)  sends  to  the  school  superintendent  a  list  of  all  minors 
in  his  employ  (not  simply  those  under  sixteen)  who 
cannot  read  at  sight  and  write  simple  sentences  in  the 
English  language. 

The  required  certificate  of  age  and  schooling  can 
be  approved  only  by  the  superintendent  of  schools,  or, 
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in  towns  where  there  is  no  superintendent,  by  the 
school  committee.  It  is  also  enacted  that  a  child's 
certificate  ' 'shall  not  be  approved  unless  satisfactory 
evidence  is  furnished  by  the  last  school  census,  the 
certificates  of  birth  or  baptism  of  such  child,  the  regis- 
ter of  birth,  with  a  town  or  city  clerk,  or  in  some 
other  manner,  that  such  child  is  of  age  stated  in  the 
certificate." 

Before  a  child  under  -  sixteen  can.  be  granted  an 
age  and  schooling  certificate,  he  must  present  to  the 
person  authorized  to  issue  the  same,  an  employment 
ticket,  duly  filled  out  and  signed.  The  certificate  is  to 
be  surrendered  to  the  child  when  he  leaves  the  em- 
ployer's service;  but  if  not  claimed  within  thirty  days 
from  the  ending  of  his  service,  it  is  to  be  returned  by 
the  employer  to  the  superintendent  of  schools. 

"No  minor  wiio  cannot  read  at  sight  and  write 
simple  sentences  in  the  English  language  shall  be  em- 
ployed while  a  public  evening  school  is  maintained  in 
the  town  or  city  in  which  he  resides,  unless  he  attends 
a  day  school  or  unless  his  teacher  certifies  «each  week 
that  he  is  in  regular  attendance  at  such  evening 
school." 

Any  person  who  employs  an  illiterate  minor  in  vio- 
lation of  this  law  "shall  forfeit  for  each  offence  not 
more  than  $100  for  the  use  of  the  evening  schools;  the 
minor's  parents  or  guardian  shall  forfeit  not  more  than 
$20." 

Truant  officers,  as  well  as  inspectors  of  factories, 
are  entitled  to  visit  the  factories,  workshops,  and  mer- 
cantile establishments  in  their  several  towns,  and  as- 
certain whether  any  minor  or  any  children  under  six- 
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teen  are  there  unlawfully  employed. 

"A  failure  to  produce  to  a  truant  officer  or  an  in- 
spector of  factories  any  age  and  schooling  certificate 
or  list  required  by  this  act  shall  be  prima  facie  evi- 
dence of  the  illega  employment  of  any  person  whose 
age  and  schooling  certificate  is  not  produced,  or  whose 
name  is  not  so  listed." 

A  fine  of  not  more  than  $50  for  each  offense  is  en- 
tailed upon  both  the  child's  employer  and  his  parents 
when  a  child  under  sixteen  is  employed  unlawfully. 
Any  employer  who  continues  a  child's  illegal  employ- 
ment after  notification  is  to  be  fined  from  $5  to  ^20  for 
each  day's  offence. 

Every  town  of  10,000  or  more  inhabitants  must 
have  an  evening  school,  in  which  they  teach  industrial 
drawing  both  freehand  and  mechanical. 

From  seven  to  fourteen  children  must  attend  school  tjte 
entire  school  year. 

The  September  school  census  must  furnish  the 
names  of  all  persons  between  five  and  fifteen,  and  of 
all  from  fourteen  to  twenty  who  cannot  read  at  sight 
and  write  legible  sentences  in  English. 

A  truant  school  is  required  in  each  county,  -'either 
separately  or  conjointly  with  S3me  other  counties." 

Children  who  are  unmanageable  in  school  or  hab- 
itually absent,  or  who  never  attend  school  at  all,  but 
grow  up  neglected  in  idleness  and  ignorance,  may  be 
committed  for  a  period  not  exceeding  two  years. 

Any  person  having  under  his  control  a  child  be- 
tween seven  and  fourteen  years  of  age  who  fails  for 
five  day  sessions  or  ten  half  day  sessions  within  any 
period  of  six  months  while  under  such  control,  to  cause 
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such  child  to  attend  school  as  required  by  section 
twelve  of  this  act,  the  physical  or  mental  condition  of 
such  child  not  being  such  as  to  render  his  attendance 
at  school  harmful  or  impracticable,  upon  complaint  by 
a  truant  officer,  and  conviction  thereof,  shall  forfeit, 
and  pay  a  fine  of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars.  Any 
person  who  induces  or  attempts  to  induce  any  child  to 
absent  himself  unlawfully  from  school,  or  employs  or 
harbors  while  school  is  in  session  any  child  absent  un- 
lawfully from  school,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  fifty  dollars. 

No  child  who  has  not  been  duly  vaccinated  shall 
be  admitted  to  a  public  school  except  upon  presenta- 
tion of  a  certificate  signed  by  a  regular  practising  phy- 
sician that  such  child  is  an  unfit  subject  for  vaccination 
No  child,  who  is  a  member  of  a  household  in  which  a 
person  is  sick  with  smallpox,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  or 
measles,  or  of  a  household  exposed  to  contagion  from 
a  household  as  aforesaid,  shall  attend  any  public  school 
during  such  sickness  or  until  the  teacher  of  the  school 
has  been  furnished  witn  a  certificate  from  the  board  of 
health  of  the  town,  or  from  the  attending  physician  of 
such  sick  person, stating  in  a  case  of  smallpox,  diphth- 
eria or  scarlet  fever,  that  a  period  of  at  least  two 
weeks,  and  in  a  case  of  measles  a  period  of  at  least 
three  days,  has  elapsed  since  the  recovery,  remov- 
al or  death  of  such  person,  and  that  danger  of  the  con- 
veying of  such  disease  by  such  child  has  passed.

LIBRARIAN  S  REPORT- 

Two  hundred  and  seventy-five  new  readers  have 
registered  since  March  1,  1899.  Twenty  thousand  and 
twenty-six  volumes  have  been  circulated  for  home 
use.  The  sections  of  the  library  that  have  been  classi- 
fied all  show  an  increase  in  circulation.  The  circula- 
tion of  French  books  has  decreased  3  1-2  per  cent. 
This  may  be  due  to  the  fact  that  more  of  the  French 
people  are  reading  English  books. 

Four  hundred  and  twenty-six  volumes  have  been 
added,  17  have  been  removed,  51  volumes  have  been 
rebound.  The  Literary  world,  the  Critic  and  Recrea- 
tion have  been  dropped  from  the  periodical  list  and 
the  Nation,  the  Bookman  and  the  Builder's  Weekly 
have  been  added  to  the  list. 

The  200  books  included  in  the  finding  list  for 
boys  and  girls  have  been  placed  together  on  shelves  to 
which  the  children  have  access.  The  works  on  his- 
tory and  biography  have  been  classified  and  finding 
lists  have  been  printed  of  both  sections.    The  books 
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of  science  and  education  are  now  being  classified  and 
the  books  of  literature  are  to  be  classified  next. 

The  newspaper  and  reading-rooms  have  been  open 
on  Sundays  from  2.30  to  6  p.  m.  since  December  10, 
but  the  number  of  readers  does  not  indicate  a  desire 
for  Sunday  opening. 

A  charge  is  no  longer  made  for  a  new  card  when 
the  old  one  is  brought  filled. 

Exhibitions  of  pictures  have  been  given  through 
the  Library  art  club  of  which  the  library  continues  to 
be  a  member. 

It  has  been  found  inadvisable  to  permit  children 
to  visit  the  museum  unless  accompanied  by  an  adult. 

Through  the  Massachusetts  library  club,  the  library 
has  received  an  analytical  card  catalogue  of  the 
special  papers  included  in  the  Massachusetts  public 
documents  of  1897.  These  cards  have  been  placed  in 
the  card  catalogue.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


to  the  cemetery  committee. 

gentlemen: — 

The  recommendations  of  the  committee  last  spring 
of  what  needed  to  be  done  lias  been  carried  out.  The 
filling  of  the  low  land  south  of  the  sandbank  is  com- 
pleted. There  is  a  large  quantity  of  land  left,  which 
is  fortunate,  as  it  is  needed  to  fill  other  low  places  thai 
are.  worthless  for  burial  purposes  except  they  are  fil- 
led up  to  a  proper  grade,  after  that  is  done  it  will 
make  a  large  number  of  very  desirable  lots,  and  make 
quite  an  improvement  in  the  appearance  of  the 
cemetery. 

The  new  pond  in  the  easterly  part  of  yard  is 
C  Hnpleted  It  is  built  in  the  low  swampy  part  of  the 
meadow.  It  is  supplied  with  water  from  Cohass^t 
brook.  The  land  round  the  pond  has  been  filled  and 
graded.  We  have  several  hundred  loads  of  material 
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taken  from  the  pond  which  Will  be  nsecl  for  top  dres- 
sing on  the  newly  graded  parts  of  the  cemetery. 

The  general  work  of  keeping  the  cemetery  in 
order  has  been  similar  to  previous  years.  The  grass  is 
improving  in  quality,  and  trees,  shubbery  and  ever- 
green are  growing  finely.  We  planted  last  spring 
over  three  thousand  tulip  bulbs,  which  we  expect  will 
make  (this  spring)  the  finest  display  of  flowers  ever 
seen  in  this  part  of  the  state. 

Interest  in  the  cemetery  increases  every  year.  It 
is  visited  by  hundreds  of  people  daily  during  the  sum- 
mer and  fall  months. 

The  importance  of  putting  lots  uuder  perpetual 
care  is  better  understood.  The  past  year  more  lots 
were  put  under  perpetual  care  than  any  previous 
years. 

I  would  advise  for  the  coming  year  the  comple- 
tion of  the  removal  of  the  sand  bank  to  fill  up  the  low 
places,  also  the  setting  out  of  more  evergreens,  trees 
and  shubbery,  also  the  extension  of  the  water  supply. 

Much  interest  is  felt  in  erecting  monuments. 
Many  very  fine  ones  have  been  erected  the  past  years.

The  Board  of  Health  respectfully  submit  their  re- 
port for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1899. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  town  for  the  past 
year  has  been  on  the  whole  good,  with  the  exception 
of  an  outbreak  of  measles  in  the  early  part  of  the  win- 
ter. 

We  have  been  very  free  from  contagious  and  in- 
fectious diseases.  Owing  to  the  dry  weather  lasting 
through  the  summer  and  autumn  months,  less  trouble 
from  overflowing  cesspools  was  experienced  than 
usual. 

It  is  hoped  that  before  another  autumn  the  sewer  . 
now  being  built,  will  have  been  so  far  completed  as 
to  reach  some  of  the  localities  in  most  urgent  need  of 
relief,  particularly  Crane  and  Pine  stieets.

SEALER     OF    WEIGHTS  AND 
MEASURES. 


Southbridge,  March,  1,  1900. 
The  undersigned  entered  upon  his  duties  as  Sealer 
of  Weights  and  Measures  May  1,  1899,  but  found 
that  the  law  was  not  understood  by  a  large  number 
who  use  weights  and  measures,  but  have  tried  to  do 
the  best  that  could  be  done.  Under  the  circumstances 
perhaps  a  few  extracts  of  the  law  would  not  be  out  of 
place  at  this  time. 

EXTRACTS  FROM  CHAPTER   05   OF  THE   PUBLIC  STATUTES. 

SECT.  12.  The  sealers  of  weights  and  measures 
in  the  several  cities  and  towns  shall  annually  give 
public  notice  by  advertisement,  or  by  posting  in  one  or 
more  public  places  in  their  respective  cities  and  towns 
notices  to  all  inhabitants  or  persons  having  usual 
places  of  business  therein,  and  who  use  weights, 
measures,  or  balances  for  the  puipose  of  selling  any 
goods,  wares,  merchandise  or  other  commodities  or 
for  public  weighing,  to  bring  in  then-  weights,  meas- 
ures and  balances  to  be  adjusted  and  sealed.  Such 
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sealers  shall  attend  in  one  or  more  convenient  places, 
and  shall  adjust,  seal  and  record  all  weights,  measures 
and  balances  so  brought  in. 

SECT.  13.  After  giving  said  notice,  the  said  sealers 
shall  go  to  the  houses,  stores  and  shops  of  persons  who 
neglect  to  comply  therewith,  and,  having  entered  the 
same  with  the  assent  of  the  occupants  thereof,  shall 
adjust  and  seal  their  weights,  measures  and  balances. 

SECT.  19.  When  a  complaint  is  made  to  a  sealer 
of  weights  and  measures  by  any  person,  that  he  has 
reasonable  cause  to  believe,  or  when  such  sealer  him- 
silf  has  reasonable  cause  to  believe,  that  a  weight, 
measure  ot  balance  used  in  the  sale  of  any  commodity 
within  his  city  or  town  is  incorrect,  the  said  sealer 
shall  go  to  the  place  where  such  weight,  measure  or 
balance  is,  and  shall  test  the  same  and  mark  it  accord- 
ing to  the  result  of  the  test  applied  thereto;  and  if  the 
same  is  incorrect  and  cannot  be  adjusted,  the  said  seal- 
er shall  attach  a  notice  thereto  certifying  that  fact  and 
forbidding  the  use  thereof  until  it  has  been  made  to 
conform  to  the  authorized  standard.  Any  person  using 
a  weight,  measure  or  balance  after  a  sealer  has  de- 
manded permission*  to  test  the  same  and  has  been  re- 
fused such  permission,  shall  be  liable  to  penalty  of  not 
less  than  ten  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

SECT.  21.  If  a  person  knowingly  uses  a  false 
weight,  measure,  scale,  balance  or  beam,  or,  after  a 
weight,  measure,  scale,  balance  or  beam  has  been  ad- 
justed and  sealed,  alters  it  so  it  does  not  conform  to 
the  public  standard,  and  fraudulently  makes  use  of  it, 
he  shall  forfeit  for  each  offence  fifty  dollars,  one-half 
to  the  use  of  the  city  or  town,  and  one-half  to  the  use

of  the  complainant.  And  every  sealer  who  has  a  rea- 
sonable cause  to  believe  that  a  weight,  measure,  scale, 
balance  or  beam  has  l»eeii  altered  since  it  was  last  ad- 
justed and  sealed  shall  enter  the  premises  in  which  it 
is  kept  or  used,  and  shall  examine  the  same. 

SECT.  22.  Each  sealer  of  weights  and  measures, 
including  the  deputies  of  the  treasurer  and  county 
treasurers,  shall  receive  a  fee  of  three  cents  for  every 
weight,  measure,  scale,  beam  or  balance  by  him  sealed 
except  platfor:n  balances.  For  sealing  each  platform 
balances  weighing  five  thousand  pounds  and  upwards, 
the  sealer  shall  leceive  one  dollar:  and  for  sealing  each 
platform  balance  weighing  less  than  that  amount,  fifty 
cents.  Every  sealer  shall  also  have  a  reasonable  com- 
pensation for  all  repairs,  alterations  and  adjustments 
which  it  may  be  neccessary  for  him  to  make.

.  PORT. 

The  Sewer  Commissioners  during  the  past  year 
have  constructed  filter  beds  which  are  now  completed 
ready  for  use  in  the  spring;  an  iron  bridge,  from  lower 
Main  street  to  the  beds,  over  the  Quinebaug  River:  a 
trunk  line  of  sewer  from  the  old  outlet  into  Lensdale 
Pond  to  the  beds;  connecting  lines  from  North  street 
by  the  Armory  to  A.  Daniels  coal  yard,  this  line  not 
yet  completed;  Elm  street,  Marcy  and  Edwards  streets 
to  Brochu  academy  and  Mechanics  street.  All  as  ex- 
plained in  our  engineers  reports  which  follow. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Board  to  complete  the  15 
inch  line  along  Oiane  street,  etc.,  in  the  early  spring 
and  to  build  other  lines  the  costs  of  which  are  now  he- 
ing  prepared  and  will  he  presented  at  town  meeting. 

It  is  also  the  intention  of  the  Board  to  present  at  a 
later  date  a  printed  report  which  will  contain  all  items 
of  expenditures,  list  of  assessments  and  he  complete 
in  every  detail  as  far  as  possihle.

STREET  WORK. 

JOSEPH  OUIMETTE,  JR.,

SEWER  COMMISSIONERS,  TOWN  OF  SOUTH  BRIDGE* 

Gentlemen: — 

Your  board  having  decided  to  purchase  the  sewer 
pipe  and  furnish  the  same  for  the  contractors  use, 
specifier!  tions  were  prepared  and  bids  received  from 
four  Boston  agents.  Waldo  Bros,  were  the  successful 
bidders  for  furnishing  salt-glazed  vitrified  Akron  sewer 
pipe,  both  for  the  streets  and  sewer  beds.  Orders 
were  immediately  placed  for  prompt  shipment. 

All  pipe  furnished  for  the  streets  was  inspected  at 
the  car  and  an  effort  made  to  have  none  but  perfect 
pipe  delivered  on  the  work.  An  unusually  large  per- 
cent of  the  pipe  was  found  imperfect  and  thrown  out 
mainly  because  of  cracks  and  imperfections,  which  I 
think  were  due  more  to  the  manner  of  packing  in  the 
car  than  to  poor  materials  or  workmanship.  The 
value  of  this  inspection  was  (dearly  seen  when  taking 
up  the  400  or  more  feet  of  20  in.  pipe  on  lower  Main 
street  which  was  laid  in  1892.  Nearly  one-third  of 
this  pipe  when  exposed  was  found  to  be  in  a  cracked 
and  imperfect  condition  after  only  seven  years  of  ser- 
vice in  naturally  gravelly  surroundings. 

Inspection  w~as  also  made  of  each  pipe  before  lay- 
ing in  the  trench  and  I  think  we  have  secured  a  par- 
ticularly fine  lot  of  pipe  forthis  year's  use. 
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The  iron  pipe  used  on  the  15  inch  line  between 
Central  St.  and  Standard  Oil  Go's  land  was  furnished 
by  Waldo  Bros.  While  that  used  uuderneath  the 
bridge  to  the  sewer  heds  was  furnished  by  R.  D.  Woods 
&  Co  of  Philadelphia.  The  pipe  in  both  places  is  of 
the  same  diameter,  thickness  and  weight. 

During  July  and  before  letting  the  street  line 
contract,  measurements  or  gaugings  of  the  sewage 
flow  were  made  with  such  apparatus  as  we  had  at 
hand  and  results  obtained  which  led  us  to  believe  there 
was  quite  a  large  quantity  of  ground  water  entering 
the  sewer  pipes  between  North  and  Morris  Stt\  These 
gaugings  were  taken  in  order  to  give  flowTage  amounts 
to  Mr  Moore  for  his  calculations  regarding  acreage  of 
sewer  beds. 

The  contract  for  the  construction  of  pipe  sewers 
was  let  on  July  24,  1899,  to  Baker  &  Judson  of  Glovers- 
ville,  X.  Y.  The  following  table  shows  the  amounts  of 
each  bid.

Work  was  started  August  12,  but  progressed  slow- 
ly owing  to  the  condition  of  the  ground  and  the  small 
gang  of  men.  Owing  to  the  possibility  of  water 
work  on  the  15  inch  line  by  the  trench  of  the  Central 
Mills  Co.,  near  the  Armory,  the  contractors  desired  to 
get  that  finished  during  the  dry  season,  so  work  was 
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started  on  North  St.  on  Aug.  23:  On  this  line  it  was 
designed  to  lower  the  North  and  Foster  St.  pipe  but  a 
change  was  made  after  consultation  between,  the 
Commissioners,  Engineer  and  C.  A.  Dresser,  represen- 
ting the  Central  Mills  Co.  It  was  decided  to  construct 
this  line  through  property  of  the  Central  Mills  Co,,  by 
a  barn  and  the  office  to  Foster  Street  at  a  point 
and  grade  shown  in  the  plans  published.  This  line 
from  Foster  street  to  the  Standard  Oil  Company's 
tank  was  mostly  through  ledge  cut  and  because 
of  the  narrow  way  West  of  the  Armory,  construction 
was  necessarily  slow  and  expensive  both  to  the  Con- 
tra*-tor  and  the  Town.  Work  on  this  line  was  stopped 
early  in  November.  # 

In  the  meantime  another  gang  of  men  and  fore- 
man having  arrived  work  was  continued  on  lower 
Main  St.  with  a  loss  of  but  a  few  days  time.  As  this 
trench  was  opened,  it  proved  a  revelation  of  the  won- 
derful variety  of  Nature's  foundation.  From  a  com- 
bination of  cobbles,  gravel  and  hardpan,  the  trench 
opened,  showed  every  increasing  diffiulties  to  quick 
construction,  until  in  front  of  the  Lensdale  factory,  we 
had  a  sixteen  foot  cut  through  large  boulders 
cemented  in  place  by  washed  gravel  and  sand.  These 
banks  required  the  strongest  of  sheeting  and*  bracing 
to  prevent  cave-ins.  Owing  to  the  condition  of  the 
banks  which  became  dangerous  to  the  workmen  and 
traveling  public,  the  passage  of  streetcars  was  stopped 
Oct.  4,  and  a  transfer  system  established  by  the  Street 
Railway  Co.  An  endeavor  was  made  to  keep  the  dis- 
tance between  transfer  cars  as  short  as  possible. 

Near  the  Lensdale  pond  about  500  feet  of  the 
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trench  was  through  ledge  and  this  continued  the  nec- 
essity of  transferring  passengers  until  Nov.  22. 

'  About  400  feet  of  Sewer  laid  in  1892,  was  raised 
to  coincide  with  the  new  grade  and  the  junction  was 
effected  at  Manhole  No.  3  of  the  old  system. 

Work  was  completed  Nov.  26,  and  sewage  turned 
into  the  new  line  the  next  day,  since  which  time  it  has 
been  flowing  through  the  waste  pipe  under  the  new 
bridge  to  the  Filtration  area. 

Marcy  street  was  started  Nov.  9.  This  was  the 
extension  from  the  newr  Grammar  school  to  Edwards 
street,  to  Brochu  academy.  This  was  very  good  dig- 
ging and  was  soon  completed.  Size  of  pipe,  eight 
inches. 

Elm  street  as  designed,  was  on  an  average  of 
about  7£  feet  deep,  which  was  changed  to  300  feet  at 
a  depth  of  10§  feet  and  the  remainder  to  average  7J 
feet  as  per  old  plans.  This  change  was  thought  nec- 
essary because  of  the  cellar  deptli  of  the  public  build- 
ings .in  process  of  construction  or  liable  to  be  con- 
structed in  the  future.  Ledge  was  encountered  in 
nearly  the  whole  length  constructed,  which  greatly  in- 
creased the  expected  cost  of  this  liue.  Size  of  pipe 
used  8  inches.  By  agreement  with  J.  J.  Prindiville, 
Contractor,  for  the  new  Engine  House,  the  sewer  de- 
partment laid  the  sewer  connection  to  that  building 
and  he  is  to  pay  the  Town  the  cost  of  construction 
which  is  $161.20. 

Mechanics  street  was  started  Nov.  27:  10  inch  pipe 
was  used  here.  The  grade  as  planned  was  built  to 
run  through  two  culverts  carrying  water  which  sup- 
plit  d  the  wheels  of  the  Clemence  Box  Shop.  These 
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trenches  were  made  wider  in  order  to  give  the  same 
amount  of  water  to  the  wheels  as  was  delivered  before 
the  sewer  pipe  was  put  through  the  culverts.  This  line 
was  constructed  as  far  as  Lens  street  with  connection 
to  take  sewerage  from  the  new  brick  factory  of  the 
American  Optical  Co. 

The  work  of  the  Contractors  was  done  in  a  very 
satisfactory  manner,  and  the  back-filling  has  stood  up 
under  the  most  trying  of  wet,  winter  weather.

Gentlemen: — 

In  May  1899,  I  was  asked  by  the  Sewer  Committee 
to  have  Plans  and  Estimates  for  the  construction  of 
"filter  Beds]*  on  the  land  that  had  already  been  secured 
from  Mr  Wells,  by  the  Town  of  Southbridge,  and  my  re- 
port was  submitted  on  May  8,  7899. 

At  a  special  meeting  held  May  1899,  the  town 
elected  a  board  of  three  Sewer  Oommissioners,  and  June 
2d.  I  was  asked  to  prepare  Plans,  Specifications,  etc., 
and  ask  for  bids  for  the  construction  of  about  seven 
acres  of  Filter  Beds,  substantially  as  recommeded  in 
my  report  of  May  8th. 

Notices  to  Contractors  were  sent  out  June  12th  on 
the  Filter  Beds  and  for  the  construction  of  the  stone 
abutments  of  a  new  bridge  over  the  River  to  connect 
with  the  filter  area. 

On  June  22d.  the  following  bids  for  the  stone  abut. 
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merits  of  the  bridge  were  received  and  opened.

The  contract  was  awarded  to  J.  J.  Bowlen,  who  at 
once  signed  the  contract  and  commenced  work  and 
completed  the  same  in  August,  satisfactorily.  The  to- 
tal cost  of  stone  work  was  $1,054.09. 

June  16th  1899,  the  proposal  of  the  Pittsburg 
Bridge  Co.,  for  furnishing  and  the  erection  of  a  steel 
bridge  of  100  ft  clear  span  was  accepted,  and  a  con- 
tract made  to  have  the  same  in  place  Aug  16,1899,  but 
owing  to  the  condition  in  the  iron  market,  the  erection 
was  not  completed  until  after  the  middle  of  Dec. 

On  July  8th  five  bids  for  the  construction  of  the 
Filter  Beds  were  received  and  the  total  amount  of  bid 
on  the  several  items  called  for  were: —

The  contract  was  awarded  to  Charles  F  Mignault 
of  South  Framingham,  Mass.,  and  the  contract  signed 
by  him,  and  the  required  bond  given  July  12th. 

The  iron  gates  and  siphon  were  furnished  by  the 
Coffin  Valve  Co.,  of .  Neponset  Mass.  The  cast  iron 
pipe  used  was  purchased  of  R  D  Wood  &  Co.,  of  Phila- 
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delphia,  Pa.  The  vitrified  pipe  was  furnished  by  i>he 
same  parties  that  had  the  contract  to  supply  pipe  for 
the  se  wers  laid  in  the  streets. 


CONSTRUCTION. 

The  trees  and  brush  on  the  ground  were  cut  and 
removed  or  burned  by  the  town,  and  the  work  of  cross 
sectioning  pushed  forward  as  rapidly  as  possible  in 
charge  of  C  F  Burton  and  C  W  Williams  as  rod  man. 

The  wrork  of  grubbing  and  clearing  the  area  fol- 
lowed the  leveling  work  of  the  Engineer. 

Mr  Burton  acted  as  inspector  from  July  3rd  to  Aug 
19th.,  when  Mr  Duggan  took  his  place  and  acted  as  in- 
specter  until  the  completion  of  the  work  on  the  Beds, 
Dec  11,  1899. 

Owing  to  some  changes  in  the  first  Plans,  the  item 
of  pipe  laying  wras  in  some  sizes  reduced,  and  in  others 
increased,  and  it  was  thought  best  to  have  the  stone 
on  River  bank  paved  on  the  slopes.    This  was  done. 

The  principal  item  in  the  work  was  earth  excava- 
tion. The  estimate  was  for  25,000  cu.,  yds.  The  work- 
done  was  25,348  cu.,  yds.  including  397  yds.  that  was 
moved  a  second  time. 

Extra  work  on  picked  stone  and  stone  drawn  for 
paving  amounted  to  £165,50. 

Extra  work  on  paving  slope  £1 18,62.  Miscella- 
neous extra  work,  $175,18. 

The  total  amount  of  wrork  done  by  C  F  Mignault 
on  Filter  Beds  was  $7,632,34, 
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As  the  season  was  so  far  advanced  when  the  work 
was  actually  commenced  on  the  area,  the  prompt  and 
vigorous  prosecution  of  the  work,  under  the  personal 
supervision  of  I  he  contractor,  Mr  Mignault,  although 
working  under  the  most  trying  circumstances  in  which 
a  contractor  can  he  placed,  that  of  low  prices  for  work 
done,  and  at  a  time  of  increasing  demand  and  price  for 
lahor  and  material,  yet,  he  cheerfully  and  promptly 
complied  with  all  requirements  and  instructions,  and 
completed  the  work  within  contract  limit  and- in  the 
most  satisfactory  manner. 

The  Commissioners  were  very  fortunate  in  secur- 
ing such  a  man  on  this  important  work. 

Owing  to  the  extreme  cold  weather,  the  last  work 
of  grading  on  some  of  the  loam  hanks  was  filled  with 
frost,  and  the  extremes  of  cold  and  warm  weather 
followed  by  the  heavy  rains  have  washed  some  of  the 
slopes.  They  will  need  to  he  trimmed  up  and  seeded 
in  the  early  spring. 

As  a  later  and  more  complete  report  is  to  be  made 
on  the  Sewers  and  Filter  Beds,  the  Plans,  details,  etc., 
of  the  construction  is  not  included  at  this  time  in  my 
report.

lined  hose,  400  feet  leather  hose. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

During  the  past  year  new  hydrants  have  been 
added  on  Main  street  and  Everett  street  also  a  long 
felt  want  has  been  remedied  by  continuing  the  water 
service  through  River,  Pleasant,  Main,  Fiske  and 
Plimpton  streets  in  (41obe  Village.  There  remains  at 
present  only  one  portion  of  the  town,  namely,  Wor- 
cester and  Charlton  streets  which  are  practically  with- 
out fire  protection.    This  section  of  the  town  is  rapid- 
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Ij  growing  and  the  sooner  the  water  service  is  con- 
tinued in  that  section  the  better  it  would  be  for  the  in- 
terest of  the  town  and  the  residents  of  the  same.  We 
would  also  recommend  that  a  hydrant  be  placed  at 
the  corner  of  Main  and  Morris  streets.  Total  number 
of  hydrants  in  the  town  seventy-three. 


GENERAL  REMARKS 

It  may  appear  to  the  citizens  of  the  town  that  the 
board  has  had  no  just  cause  for  exceeding  the  appro- 
priation, considering  the  small  number  of  fires,  but  it 
must  be  borne  in  mind  that  we  have  paid  out  consider- 
able money  for  antiquated  bills  that  were  left  us  as  a 
legacy  by  former  management  and  were  not  of  our 
contraction.  Five  hundred  feet  of  rubber  lined  hose 
have  been  purchased  this  year,  also  an  Eastman  Del- 
uge set  with  perfection  holders  of  the  1900  pattern.  This 
new  acquisition  to  the  department  was  justly  needed 
and  praiseworthy  to  quote  ex-chief  C  E.Wilson,  '-Your 
Perfection  Holders  and  nozzles  for  ease  in  handling 
and  directing  streams  in  different  places  give  perfect 
satisfaction. "  A  new  bath  tub  has  been  placed  in  En- 
gine house  No.  2  during  the  year,  and  boots  and  coats 
bought  for  the  members  of  the  department,  which  they 
were  sadly  in  need  of.  '  I  would  call  the  attention  of 
the  citizens  of  the  town  to  the  urgent  need  of  horses 
for  the  fire  apparatus  especially  at  Globe -Village.  For 
a  number  of  years  the  Hamilton  Woolen  Co.,  has  fur- 
nished horses  for  that  section  of  the  town  but  this 
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year  declined  to  do  so.  In  order  to  meet  the  emergen- 
cy we  had  to  maintain  horses  there  at  an  expense  to 
the  department.  The  time  lias  now  arrived  when  the 
town  must  furnish  horses. 

Foreseeing  the  requirements  of  the  new  engine 
house  and  to  meet  the  general  running  expenses  we 
would  reecommend  that  the  appropriation  he  $2000. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  members  of  the  board 
for  their  hearty  co-operation  and  the  m<  mbers  of  the 
department  for  their  celerity  and  dispatch  in  response 
to  alarms,  also  to  the  Supt.  of  fire  alarms,  for  his  effi- 
cient care  of  the  system.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Southbridge  : 

Since  our  last  annual  report,  one  century  has  end- 
ed and  another  begun.  Ephemeral  literature  and  the 
rippling  currents  of  daily  talk  have  kept  the  world  agog 
with  expectation.  Amid  hecatombs  of  applause  and 
blazing  censers  of  adulation,  we,  nevertheless,  passed 
the  wonderful  nineteen  hundredth  milestone  of  the 
Christian  era  without  jolt  or  confusion.  The  steeds  of 
Time  took  no  fright,  and  the  car  of  progress  was  not 
overturned,  nor  even  jostled  out  of  the  smooth  path. 
But  we  find  the  Twentieth  Century  here,  bearing  in  its 
hands  the  boasted  treasures  gone,  and  holding  out  the 
shining  hope  of  greater  and  better  gifts  of  its  own. 

The  practical  application  of  all  which  is  that  the 
more  numerous  and  valuable  are  these  gifts,the  greater 
becomes  our  obligation,  and  the  heavier  our  responsi- 
bility to  use  them  for  the  best  advantage  to  ourselves 
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and  to  our  children.  As  has  been  often  said,  there 
are  no  responsibilities  so  great  and  important  as  those 
you  have  committed  to  our  trust  in  the  public  schools. 
To  us,  citizens,  the  education  of  children  and  youth  is 
paramount  to  every  other  interest.  And  the  coming 
of  a  new  century  should  certainly  incite  us  to  greater 
zeal  and  self-sacrifice  in  their  behalf.  We  might  as 
well  be  put  back  a  century  as  to  neglect  to  use  the 
real  knowledge  which  that  century  has  acquired. 
Life  cannot  stand  still.  It  grows  or  it  dies.  So  in 
schools  there  must  be  progress,  increasing  activity  and 
expenditures,  or  there  will  be  death.  That  there  has 
been  great  advance  in  education  during  the  last  cen- 
tury is  a  bald  truism.  Xobody  questions  it.  It  is  also 
true  that  in  eager  grasping  after  the  new  ideas,  which 
each  passing  decade  brings  to  hand,  we  are  always 
liable  to  drop  by  the  way,  some  valuable  things,  amid 
the  discarded  rubbish  of  the  past.  In  school  manage- 
ment there  needs  therefore  constant  guard  against 
two  opposing  currents  of  influence.  On  the  one  hand 
we  find  a  hide-bound,  stupid  conservatism,  that  clings 
to  whatever  is  old,  and  resists  every  change,  however 
important  or  beneficial;  and  on  the  other  hand  a  noisy, 
shallow  conceit,  that  clutches  at  every  fleeting  fad,  as 
a  divine  revelation  to  help  the  present  age  to  abandon 
every  custom  of  the  fathers,  simply  because  it  is 
something  of  the  past.  It  is  often  difficult  to  hold  the 
balance  level  between  these  two  influences,  and  to 
approve  or  reject  every  proposition  solely  on  its  own 
merits,  without  even  raising  the  question,  "Is  it  new 
or  old?"  [n  the  management  of  the  important  trust  you 
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have  committed  to  our  hands,  it  has  been  our  constant 
endeavor  to  avoid  extremes,  keeping  abreast  of  the 
best  thought  of  the  present,  while  not  letting  go  the 
valuable  treasures  of  the  past.  We  believe  that, 
through  the  faithful  work  of  our  Superintendent,  we 
have  to  a  good  degree  carried  out  this  purpose,  and 
that  our  schools,  as  a  whole,  are  not  noticeably  inferior 
to  those  of  other  towns  of  corresponding  opportunities. 
Nothing  is  perfect.  Nor  do  we  think  it  necessary  to 
specify  the  excellencies  or  defects  which  characterize 
the  present  condition  of  our  schools.  Those  who  de- 
sire to  know  can  easily  discern  them  by  making  the 
effort.  This  suggests  the  practical  point  so  often 
brought  to  your  attention.  Probably  no  one  thing 
could  do  so  much  for  the  rapid  and  permanent  im- 
provement of  the  schools,  as  that  the  parents  should 
take  an  active,  an  intelligent  interest  in  their  manage- 
ment. Not  by  listening  to  gossip,  or  peddling  "hear- 
says" from  house  to  house;  not  by  nagging  school 
officers,  or  teachers,  or  pupils;  but  by  frequent 
visits  to  the  school  room,  kindly  consultations 
with  the  teachers,  and  wise  words  of  advice  and 
encouragement  to  the  pupils,  enforced  with  a  reason- 
able degree  of  pareutal  authority.  If  the  parents  of 
Southbridge  will  celebrate  the  dawn  of  the  Twentieth 
Century  in  this  way,  and  follow  it  up,  more  good  will 
be  accomplished  for  the  schools  than  could  be  done  by 
all  the  Professors  of  Pedagogy  in  the  whole  land. 

With  now  more  than  ten  thousand  inhabitants 
every  intelligent  person  will  see  at  once  the  necessity 
for  more  schools,  more  teachers,  and  therefore  more

school  houses.  It  has  been  almost  impossible  to  get 
along  with  present  accommodations  for  the  last  six 
months.  Some  eighty  dwellings  built  the  past  year, 
and  the  prospect  of  as  many  more  for  the  coming 
season  indicates  a  rapid  increase  in  school  population 
for  whom  room  must  be  provided.  We  ask  your 
special  attention  to  the  statement  of  the  Superinten- 
dent in  reference  to  this  matter,  from  which  none  can 
fail  to  see  there  is  immediate  and  imperative  necessity 
for  a  new  school  house.  There  is  no  doubt  that,  with 
reasonable,  wise  and  prudent  management,  a  creditable 
house  sufficient  to  meet  the  needs  for  some  time  to 
come  can  be  located  and  built  within  the  limits  of 
Fifteen  Thousand  Dollars.  Prosperity  and  growth 
necessarily  bring  expense.  The  present  need  is  so 
imperative  that  the  Committee  earnestly  hope  that  as 
parents  and  citizens  you  will  be  ready  to  carry  out  the 
plan  without  any  delay.  The  following  Financial 
Statement  will  show  how  the  money  has  been  used 
for  the  past  year.  It  has  not  been  squandered,  but 
more  might  have  been  used  to  greater  advantage. 
Surely  no  investment  brings  better  returns  than  what 
is  spent  for  schools. 

Further  particulars  are  contained  in  the  Superin- 
tendent's report  to  which  your  careful  attention  is 
specially  invited.

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The  school  census  of  1900,  taken  in  September,  en- 
rolled 2,065  children  between  the  ages  of  5  and  15 
years  of  age — 47  more  than  the  enrolment  of  1899. 

The  whole  number  of  pupils  registered  in  the  pub- 
lic schools  is  1,198.  The  total  number  in  the  Parochial 
schools  is  1,002,  making  the  total  enrolment  in  all  the 
schools  2,200 — 135  more  than  the  number  given  by  the 
school  census.  The  number  under  5  years  of  age  and 
over  15  registered  in  the  public  schools  is  155,  showing 
that  nearly  all  the  children  of  school  age  were  in  school. 

The  number  of  pupils  registered  in  the  public 
schools  thus  far  during  the  first  half  of  this  school  year 
is  1,082,  with  an  average  number  belonging  of  934.57; 
the  number  reported  to  be  in  the  Parochial  schools  is 
979;  the  average  number  belonging  936.

The  financial  statement  shows  a  balance  to  the 
credit  of  each  account. 
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From  other  towns  the  sum  of  $288.43  has  been  re- 
ceived for  tuitions  of  pupils,  and  $84.00  has  been  paid 
for  the  tuition  of  children  of  the  Demiison  district.  The 
total  expenditures  of  the  School  Department  for  the 
year,  not  including  permanent  improvements,  and  the 
Evening  Schools  amounts  to  $25,210.16,  an  increase  of 
$1,316.15  over  the  expenditures  of  the  preceding 
year.  This  increase  is  cheifly  due  to  a  small  increase 
in  the  salaries  of  teachers  of  certain  grades. 


TRUANT  OFFICERS 


The  Truant  Officers  have  attended  to  their  duties, 
responding  to  the  calls  of  teachers  to  look  after  ab- 
sentees, visiting  the  homes  of  delinquents  and  return- 
ing boys  to  their  places  in  school.  The  excuses  gener- 
ally assigned  for  absence  are  illness  or  lack  of  cloth- 
ing.

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EVENING  SCHOOLS 

The  Evening  Schools  authorized  and  maintained  at 
public  expense  are  entitled  to  a  share  of  public  in- 
terest. The  design  of  these  schools  is  to  afford  supple- 
mentary schooling  to  those  whom  from  necessity,  or 
otherwise,  do  not  continue  in  school  as  long  as  de- 
sirable, to  furnish  to  those  who  desire  it  the  oppor- 
tunity of  raising  themselves  to  a  higher  level  of  intel- 
ligence, thereby  not  only  uplifting  themselves  in 
character  and  intelligence  but  the  community  of  which 
they  arp  a  part. 

The  schools  continued  three  months,  closing 
De  eiul)  'i  28.  The  sessions  were  for  one  and  one-half 
hours  beginning  at  seven  o'clock.  The  number  in  at- 
tend ijice  was  somewhat  less  than  in  previous  years 
and  included  none  of  the  disturbing  element  that 
heretofore  has  caused  annoyance.  Those  who  availed 
themselves  of  this  opportunity  for  study  and  improve- 
ment deserve  credit  for  excellent  deportment  and 
manifest  desire  to  learn.  There  were  undoubtedly 
others  who  ought  to  have  attended  but  were  not  dis- 
posed to  practice  the  self  denial  that  such  attendance 
requires.  The  practical  usefulness  of  the  evening 
schools  is  beyond  question,  and  no  effort  on  the  part  of 
employers  should  be  spared  to  see  that  ail  illiterate 
minors  in  their  employ  avail  themselves  of  this  oppor- 
tunity for  improvement. 

Heretofore  the  work  has  been  limited  to  reading, 
writing  and  language  exercises  with  incidental  in- 
struction correlative  to  these  subjects;  this  season  les- 
sons were  given  to  some  extent  in  arithmetic  and  his- 
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tory. 

Thus  far  the  provision  for  evening  schools  has 
heen  entirely  optional  on  the  part  of  the  town,  a 
gratuity,  but  now,  the  population  having  increased  to 
10,000  and  above,  such  schools  are  required,  as  will  he 
seen  by  the  following  extract  from  the  statutes: 

Sec.  5.  Any  town  or  city  may,  and  every  tov  n 
and  city  of  ten  thousand  or  more  inhabitants  shall, 
maintain  annually  evening  schools  for  the  instruction 
of  persons  over  fourteen  years  of  age,  in  orthography, 
reading,  writing,  the  English  language  and  grammar, 
geography,  arithmetic*,  industrial  drawing,  both  free- 
hand and  mechanical,  the  history  of  the  United  States, 
physiology  and  hygiene  and  good  behavior.  Such 
other  subjects  may  be  taught  in  such  schools  as  the 
school  committee  deem  expedient.  Sec.  5,  chapter 
496,  Acts  of  1898. 

The  statutes  call  for  provision  for  a  higher  grade 
of  work  than  the  schools  have  thus  far  furnished,  and 
yet  no  town  can  be  expected  to  make  such  provision 
unless  there  is  a  reasonable  demand  for  the  same. 
Judging  from  the  experiences  of  the  past,  my  impres- 
sion is  that  there  will  be  little  demand  at  present  for  a 
school  of  higher  grade.  Still  the  school  committee 
should  be  in  position  to  hold  themselves  in  readiness 
to  open  such  a  school  as  soon  as  a  sufficient  number 
of  pupils  manifest  a  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  ad- 
vanced instruction,  the  school  to  be  continued  through 
a  term,  provided  the  attendance  and  interest  war- 
rant it.

Of  the  whole  number  of  pupils  registered  five  were 
present  at  every  session,  sice  all  but  one;  nine  were  ab- 
sent twice,  tWi  lw  were  absent  three  times  and  sixteen 
four  evenings.  Sixteen  were  present  less  than  one- 
half  of  the  time,  of  whom  seven  were  not  in  town  the 
whole  of  the  time,  and  six  others  were  excused  on  cer- 
tificate of  a  physician. 


REPAIRS 

Repairs  and  improvements,  more  extensive  than 
usual,  were  made  at  several  of  the  school  houses  dur- 
ing the  summer  vacation.  The  appropriation  for 
special  improvements  proved  insufficient,  for  the 
reason  that  materials  at  the  time  the  work  was  done 
were  much  higher  than  when  the  cost  was  estimated. 
The  walls  and  ceilings  throughout  the  rooms  and  halls 
of  the  High  School  department,  the  Marcy  Street  build- 
ing and  the  Bacon  school  house  were  tastefully  tinted. 
A  neat  and  durable  fence  was  built  on  two  sides  of  the 
Marcy  street  lot.    The  River  street  building  was  re- 
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shingled  and  otherwise  repaired.  A  new  and  larger 
stack  heater  was  placed  in  the  Marcy  street  building, 
and  an  additional  book  case  for  the  convenience  of  the 
teachers.  Drinking  fountains  were  set  in  the  Main 
Street,  School  Street  and  Ehn  Street  buildings,  water 
was  introduced  into  the  School  Street  building. 

Additional  radiation  was  provided  at  the  recita- 
tion rooms  of  the  High  school  and  at  the  office  of  the 
Marcy  street  building,  making  it  possible  to  comforta- 
bly warm  these  rooms  in  the  coldest  weather.  At  the 
School  street  building  the  black-board  accommoda- 
tions were  greatly  improved  by  extending  the  surface 
lower,  to  serve  the  convenience  of  the  children  of  the 
lower  primary  rooms.  Nearly  all  of  this  work  was  in 
the  line  of  permanent  improvements,  and  amounted 
to  $1,811.37. 

Our  school  buildings  are  now  in  excellent,  or  fair 
condition.  Certain  general  repairs  to  buildings,  heat- 
ing apparatus  and  furniture  require  attention  each 
year.  As  a  matter  of  economy,  it  is  better  to  keep  the 
buildings  in  good  condition  than  to  neglect  them  until 
forced  to  make  extensive  repairs. 

Even  new  buildings  require  constant  attention  to 
keep  them  in  excellent  condition.  One,  at  least,  if  not 
two  of  the  school  houses  should  be  painted  on  the  out- 
side this  year. 

At  the  Marcy  street  building  one  branch 
of  the  heating  stack  on  each  side  has  proved 
to  be  imperfect  and  must  be  replaced.  It  will  proba- 
bly cost  more  to  remove  the  imperfect  castings  and 
adjust  the  new  ones  than  the  price  of  the  castings. 
The  ordinary  appropriation  for  general  repairs  will 
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probably  meet  the  needs  of  this  year. 


THE  COMMON  SCHOOLS 

It  is  obvious  to  everyone  that  the  school  popula- 
tion at  the  center  of  the  town  is  largely  on  the  in- 
crease. A  great  number  of  new  houses  within  two  or 
three  years  have  been  built  and  occupied.  This  is 
especially  noticeable  on  lower  Main  Street  and  the 
streets  leading  from  it,  and  also,  on  the  north-easterly 
sileof  the  river  on  Worcester  street  and  vicinity. 
This  increase  of  population  has  so  overcrowded  the 
Carpenter  and  Main  Street  Schools  as  to  demand  inl- 
ine liate  relief.  There  are  now  in  these  buildings,  at 
least,  10'J  more  pupils  than  there  should  be.  To  seat 
the  children  in  these  rooms  additional  deskt  have  been 
placed,  crowding  the  room  to  an  unreasonable  extent. 

The  contemplated  new  buildings  in  this  section  of 
the  town  promises  to  increase  the  school  population. 
Tcere  is  an  imperative  demand  for  increased  school 
rooms.  A  school  house  so  located  as  to  accommodate 
the  children  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  American 
Optical  Plant,  and  also,  many  from  north  east  of  the 
river  would  so  relieve  the  Main  Street  and  Carpenter 
class  rooms  that  no  further  additional  room  would  be 
required  for  a  number  of  years.  The  children  from 
Worcester  and  Charlton  Streets  now  attend  at  Main 
Street,  those  from  the  Flat,  the  Carpenter  school.  A 
substantial,  plain  brick  building  of  four  rooms  can  be 
erected  and  furnished  for  $12000,  aside  from  the  cost

of  the  lot.  Were  such  a  building  now  ready,  two 
schools  would  be  immediately  organized  in  it,  and 
probably  a  third  room  would  be  needed  before  the 
end  of  the  next  school  year. 

The  ungraded  room  at  the  Marcy  street  building  under 
the  charge  of  Miss  Twombly  has  proved  of  great  ad- 
vantage to  the  children.  Sufficient  time  has  elapsed 
to  judge  of  its  value.  There  are  many  children  who, 
at  times,  either  from  absence,  or  failure  to  grasp  the 
work  of  the  class,  need  special  help  in  some  study,  who 
require  more  personal  attention  than  the  regular 
teacher  of  a  large  class  can  give  to  individual  pupils. 
These  are  sent,  for  a  time,  to  this  special  room  for  the 
needed  assistance.  New  pupils  from  other  systems 
of  schools  are  also  received  in  this  room  and  retained 
until  they" can  be  properly  classed  in  one  of  the  regular 
grades.  The  school  is  usually  small,  the  number  of 
pupils  ranging  from  ten  to  twenty,  giving  the  teacher 
time  for  individual  work. 

Few  persons  not  immediately  engaged  in  educa- 
tional work  realize  the  great  change  that  has  taken 
place  in  the  schools  during  the  past  few  years.  The 
college  and  technical  school  requirements  are  con- 
stantly being  raised,  requiring  more  and  more  of  the 
high  school,  and  the  high  school,  in  turn,  requiring  a 
higher  preparation  of  the  grammar  schools.  This 
forcing  down  the  work  upon  the  secondary  schools 
makes  a  constantly  increasing  demand,  calling  for  a 
broader  educational  equipment  on  the  part  of  teachers. 

No  more  important  duty  devolves  upon  those 
who  have  charge  of  school  matters  than  the  selection 
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and  retention  of  good  teachers,  yet  the  best  teacher 
may  be  hampered  by  unfavorable  conditions.  "Given 
a  good  teacher  with  the  sympathy  and  hearty  co-op- 
eration of  parents  who  exercise  a  wise  and  sufficient 
control  of  their  children  at  home,  and  who  send  them 
to  school  with  a  clear  understanding  of  what  is  there 
expected  of  them  in  application  and  deportment — given 
these  elements  and  any  school  will  be  successful.  Let 
one  of  these  be  wanting  and  the  best  results  cannot  be 
achieved." 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  committee  to  give 
preference  to  local  candidates  for  positions  in  our 
schools,  especially  to  those  who  have  recognized  the 
obligation  of  a  thorough  equipment  by  a  course  of 
training  at  the  normal  school.  With  the  increased 
number  of  professional  schools,  easy  of  access  from 
any  part  of  the  state,  our  high  school  graduates  should 
be  encouraged  to  take  this  course  before  expecting  a 
position.  Neither  a  collegiate  nor  normal 
course  of  training  vvill  always  insure  success,  but  pro- 
fessional training  added  to  native  aptitude  for  the 
work  gives  high  promise. 

Since  the  first  of  January  the  work  of  the  schools 
has  been  greatly  interrupted  by  prevailing  illness  of 
teachers  and  pupils.  Several  of  the  regular  teachers 
have  been  incapacitated  at  the  same  time,  so  that  it 
has  been  no  trivial  task  to  keep  all  the  schools  in  op- 
eration. 


TEACHERS  IjV&TITUTE 

Under  the  direction  of  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
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tion  and  in  the  immediate  charge  of  Agent  Mac- 
Donald,  the  Teachers'  Institute  held  on  October  12th  at 
the  rooms  of  the  high  school  department  was  highly 
interesting  and  instructive.  A  varied  and  very  helpful 
program  was  presented.  Large  delegations  of  teach- 
ers, superintendents,  and  school  committees  were 
present  from  several  of  the  adjoining  towns.  It  was 
the  general  verdict  of  the  teachers  that  it  was  the  be^t 
and  most  helpful  Institute  ever  held  in  this  section. 


LECTURES 

The  course  of  lectures  under  the  auspices  of  the 
School  Committee  and  the  secretary  of  the  Young  Men's 
Christian  Association,  given  daring  the  fall  and  win- 
ter at  the  hall  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  was  of  a  high  order. 
The  lectures  were  on  educational  topics,  the  speakers 
prominent  educators,  representing  different  depart- 
ments of  educational  interests. 


There  are  several  features  of  our  American  sys- 
tem of  public  school  education,  which  hold  an  import- 
ant place  in  many  of  the  cities  and  in  some  of  the 
larger  towns  which  have  not  yet  been  made  a  part  of 
our  schools.  These  matters  have  been  presented  in 
previous  reports,  but  no  action  has  been  taken,  nor 
movement  made  towards  introducing  them  as  an  ele- 
ment of  our  schools. 
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Reference  is  made  to  :  —  Kindergarten  Schools; 
A  commercial  or  business  course  in  the  high  school; 
Manual  training,  including  sewing  for  the  girls;  Cook- 
ing schools. 

Of  these  the  kindergarten  seems  most  to  be  desired 
and  should  receive  the  first  consideration.  Frequent 
requests  are  made  that  children  under  five  years  be  ad- 
mitted to  the  primary  classes.  The  question  of  estab- 
lishing these  schools  has  not  been  urged  for  lack  of 
suitable  rooms  in  localities  where  they  would  be  most 
useful. 

In  a  town  of  this  character,  with  its  varied  and 
extjnsivj  business  interests,  a  well  conducted  business 
co  irs j  i  i  the  high  school  would  be  of  great  practical 
value.  To  introduce  any  one  of  these  improvements 
would  cost  for  the  preliminary  outfit  and  the  salary  of 
the  special  teachers. 

Should  the  following  bill  now  before  the  general 
cou.'t  become  a  law,  manual  training  would  become 
obligatory,  but,  as  in  case  of  the  higher  grades 
of  evening  schools,  the  obligation  would  depend 
upon  the  dexand. 

Relative  to  Manual  Training  in  the  Public  Schools. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  General  Cou-t  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the 
same  as  follows: 

Secpiox  1.  Section  four  of  chapter  four  hun- 
dred and  ninety-six  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eight- 
teen  hundred  and  ninety-eight  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out  the  word  "twenty,"  in  the  first  line,  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word: — ten — so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 
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Section  4.  Every  town  and  city  of  ten  thousand  or 
more  inhabitants  shall  maintain  as  part  of  both  its  ele- 
mentary and  its  high  school  system  the  teaching  of 
manual  training. 


REPORT  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Attention  is  called  to  the  following  reports: 

Mr.  J.  T.  Clarke,  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

De^r  Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  you  a  report  of 
the  High  School  for  the  year  1900-1901. 

There  have  been  118  pupils  enrolled  during  the 
past  year,  51  boys,  07  girls. 

Of  this  number  22  have  attended  from  out  of 
town. 

In  June,  1900,  Mr.  Jesse  B.  Movvry  resigned,  owing 
to  ill  health,  and  his.  position  was  filled  by  Mr.  E.  M. 
Clleason,  a  graduate  of  Dartmouth  and  an  experienced 
teacher. 

The  position  of  Miss  Blanche  Wheeler,  teacher  of 
reading,  who  also  resigned,  was  filled* by  Miss  Ada  J. 
Murdock,  a  graduate  of  Lake  Erie  University.  Both 
of  these  teachers  have  filled  their  positions  acceptably. 

The  last  graduating  class  numbered  23,  being  one 
of  the  largest  classes  ever  graduated  from  the  school. 
The  class  following  the  usual  custom,  presented  the 
school  with  a  statue  of  Venus  of  Milo.  This  is  now 
the  second  year  since  the  high  school  has  changed  back 
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to  two  sessions  and  I  have  failed  to  hear  any  complaints, 
ov  of  any  desire  to  return  to  the  old  system.  The  one 
session  was  a  fad  that  seems  to  be  dying  out. 

During  the  summer  vacation  the  walls  of  the 
main  room  and  three  of  the  recitation  rooms  were 
tinted,  thus  removing  the  glare  of  the  white  walls  and 
affording  a  pleasing  rest  to  the  eye. 

The  main  room  with  its  tinted  walls  and  numer- 
ous pictures  and  statues  is,  I  believe,  one  of  the  pleas- 
antest  school  rooms  in  the  state.  As  the  present  quar- 
ters will  doubtless  serve  the  high  school  for  many 
years  to  come,  I  would  suggest  that  Miss  William's 
room  and  the  corridor  leading  thereto  be  tinted  in  a 
c o  rr e s  p o  n  di  ng  m  a  n n e  r . 

Iu  accordance  with  the  suggestions  of  my  last  re- 
port, additional  radiators  were  placed  in  two  of  the 
recitation  rooms,  and  no  trouble  has  been  experienced 
in  heating  the  same  this  winter. 

The  members  of  our  athletic  team  were  successful 
in  winning  the  trophy  at  the  interscholastic  meet  at 
Sturbridge  last  spring,  and  having  now  won  it  for  five 
successive  years  the  trophy  becomes  their  personal 
property  and  has  been  added  as  an  ornament  to  the 
school  room. 

The  school  has  also  had  a  basket  ball  team  this 
year.  As  the  participants  in  these  sports  are  general- 
ly members  of  the  Y.  M.  0.  A.  gymnasium  it  is  prob- 
able that  some  of  the  boys  are  devoting  too  much  time 
to  athletics. 

The  point  is  that  with  too  many  of  our  pupils  school 
seems  to  be  of  secondary  importance  and  this  applies 
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no  less  to  the  girls  than  to  the  boys.  No  entertainment, 
church  or  otherwise,  can  be  held  without  bringing  in 
more  or  less  of  our  pupils  whose  lessons  suffer  corres- 
pondingly. If  this  happened  but  once  a  year  it  would 
not  be  a  matter  of  much  consequence  but  it  would 
seem  as  if  not  a  month  passes  without  some  extran- 
eous influence  to  interrupt  school  work. 

Some  writer  has  stated  that  the  education  of  the 
child  should  begin  with  the  grandparents  but  I  find 
that  many  parants  are  prone  to  relax  very  much  from 
the   discipline  under  which   they  were  trained. 

One  of  the  common  excuses  for  being  late  in  the 
morning  is  "failed  to  get  up  in  time."  When  such  an 
excuse  is  offered  by  a  healthy  boy  or  girl  15  to  20 
years  of  age  it  would  seem  that  a  little  of  the  Spartan 
training  of  grandfather's  day  would  be  an  excellent 
tonic.  I  do  not  remember  that  such  an  excuse  was 
ever  offerpd  in  my  boyhood  days  and  it  would  not  be 
surprising  if  the  future  historian  should  date  the  deca- 
dence of  the  American  people  from  the  time  that  ex- 
cuse was  first  offered  in  the  public  school. 

The  majority  of  pupils  who  fall  below  grade  in 
their  studies  consists  of  those  who  fail  to  do  any  home 
study.  If  the  parents  could  realize  that  most  of  the 
school  period  is  dovoted  to  recitations  and  that  study 
out  of  school  is  essential  very  few  reports  would  be 
sent  out  marked  "very  low."

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DRAWING. 

In  looking  over  the  work  of  the  past  year  we  find 
a  steady  gain  in  tht  children's  power  to  draw,  and 
especially  in  their  ability  to  draw  fLom  objects. 

Leaves  and  flowers  seem  always  to  possess  a  fas- 
cination for  the  children,  and  when'asked  what  they 
prefer  to  draw  they  almost  invariably  answer  flowers 
and  twigs. 

We  spent  the  parly  fall  months  in  drawing  from 
the  twigs,  leaves  and  flowers,  and  later  the  fruits,  nuts 
and  vegetables.  Then  we  applied  these  decoratively 
on  vase  forms,  screens,  book  covers,  and  designs  for  sur- 
face patterns.  M  my  expressed  regret  when  the  leaves 
and  twigs  had  yielded  to  the  frost  and  we  were  obliged 
to  seek  models  indoors.  But  we  made  many  interest- 
ing groups  by  using  first  the  school  models  and  then 
bringing  objects  from  home.  In  order  to  give  variety 
and  interest  to  the  work  we  use  many  mediums.  The 
first  leaves  are  drawn  in  pencil,  then  in  ink  wash,  then 
in  water  color.  The  groups  of  fruit  we  thought  looked 
more  natural  finished  in  brown  pencil  with  a  little 
shading.  The  upper  grades  and  the  high  school  were 
successful  in  painting  flowers  and  leaves  in  color,  the 
wild  asters  being  particularly  pretty.  Our  chestnut 
burs  in  the  ninth  grade  were  especially  effective.  In 
this  class  we  have  pupils  that  seem  to  have  natural 
ability  in  drawing,  so  that  the  work  in  this  grade  has 
been  very  encouraging.  Among  our  groups  have  been 
boxes,  books,  baskets  of  fruit,  teapots,  cups  and  saucers, 
plants,  spools  and  needle  work,  Japanese  lanterns, 
tennis  racquet  and  balls,  and  a  golf  bag  with  golf

sticks.  After  our  still  life  studies  we  have  taken  up 
work  from  living  models,  and  this  is  more  difficult  as 
well  as  more  interesting.  The  children  willingly  pose 
for  their  own  class  or  for  other  classes,  ard  if  a  model 
is  asked  for  there  are  always  plenty  ready  to  stand  or 
sit  in  any  desired  attitude.  Pose  drawing  is  begun  in 
the  fifth  grade  with  the  simple  back  view  in  standing 
position.  In  the  upper  grades  we  draw  the  figure  in 
action  or  represeting  some  story.  We  called  one  post4 
"The  Trials  of  Tim"  by  tying  a  handkerchief  about  a 
boy's  head  as  though  he  had  the  tooth  ache.  Another 
we  called  "College  Yarns,"  drawing  a  boy  leading 
with  his  hat  on.  Then  we  had  an  effect  of  a  snow- 
storm by  drawing  a  small  girl  in  her  school  dress,  just 
as  she  came  in  one  stormy  day.  The  background  was 
painted  black  and  the  snow  flakes  left  white.  One 
lady  going  through  the  woods  to  church  in  old-fash- 
ioned Pilgrim  dress  was  especially  good. 

In  the  High  School  we  have  had  some  pen  work. 
We  studied  objects  first  in  charcoal  shading,  then, 
taking  other  objects  wre  shaded  them  by  means  of  the 
pen.  Different  effects  were  introduced  as  hooked  lines, 
cross-hatching  and  stippling.  A  few  figures  applied 
were  also  drawn  introducing  these  effects  with  a  pen. 

After  this  work  we  have  our  working-drawing, 
making  working  drawings  for  many  objects  and  mak- 
ing designs  for  the  shapes  of  vases,  bowls  and  lamps 
and  iron-work  designs  for  lamp-posts,  etc.  In  the  High 
School  we  study  details  of  building-construction  and 
plans  of  houses,  copied  and  original.  Historic  ornament 
is  studied  in  all  grades,  with  simple  forms  in  the  lower 
grades  to  more  elaborate  ones  in  the  upper. 
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Witli  the  appearance  of  spring  the  flowers  are 
again  drawn  and  applied  deceratively  in  panels,  bor- 
ders and  surface  patterns. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  superintendent  and  teachers 
for  their  helpfulness,  as  they  have  done  much  in  aid- 
ing me  in  my  work.

APPENDIX. 


SUMMARY  OF  EDUCATIONAL  LAWS 

No  child  can  be  employed  in  a  factory,  workshop, 
or  mercantile  establishment  under  fourteen  years  of 
age. 

Such  child  cannot  be  employed  at  any  kind  of  ser- 
vice while  school  is  in  session,  or  before  six  in  the 
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morning  and  after  seven  in  the  evening. 

No  child  under  sixteen  can  be  employed  in  a  fac- 
tory, workshop  or  mercantile  establishment  unless  the 
employer  (1)  secures  an  age  and  schooling  certificate 
for  each  child,  (k2i  posts  prominently  at  the  entrance  of 
his  building  a  list  of  all  such  children  employed,  and 
(3)  sends  to  the  school  superintendent  a  list  of  all  minors 
in  his  employ  (not  simply  those  under  sixteen)  who 
cannot  read  at  sight  and  write  simple  sentences  in  the 
English  language. 

The  required  certificate  of  age  and  schooling  can 
be  approved  only  by  the  superintendent  of  schools,  or, 
in  towns  where  there  is  no  superintendent,  by  the 
school  committee.  It  is  also  enacted  that  a  child's 
certificate  "shall  not  be  approved  unless  satisfactory 
evidence  is  furnished  by  the  last  school  census,  the 
certificates  of  birth  or  baptism  of  such  child,  the  regis- 
ter of  birth,  with  a  town  or  city  clerk,  or  in  some  other 
manner,  that  such  child  is  of  age  stated  in  the  certifi- 
cate." 

Before  a  child  under  sixteen  can  be  granted  an 
age  and  schooling  certificate,  he  must  present  to  the 
person  authorized  to  issue  the  same,  an  employment 
ticket,  duly  filled  out  and  signed,  The  certificate  is  to 
be  surrendered  to  the  child  when  he  leaves  the  em- 
ployer's service;  but  if  not  claimed  within  thirty  days 
from  the  ending  of  his  service,  it  is  to  be  returned  by 
the  employer  to  the  superintendent  of  schools. 

"No  minor  who  cannot  read  at  sight  and  write 
simple  sentences  in  the  English  language  shall  be  em- 
ployed while  a  public  evening  school  is  maintained  in 
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the  town  or  city  in  which  he  resides,  unless  he  attends 
a  day  school  or  unless  his  teacher  certifies  each  week 
that  he  is  in  regular  attendance  at  such  evening 
school." 

Any  person  who  employs  an  illiterate  minor  in  vio- 
lation of  this  law  "shall  forfeit  for  each  offence  not 
more  than  $100  for  the  use  of  the  evening  schools;  the 
minors  parents  or  guardian  shall  forfeit  not  more  than 
$20." 

Truant  officers,  as  well  as  inspectors  of  factories, 
are  entitled  to  visit  the  factories,  workshops,  and  mer- 
cantile establishments  in  their  seveial  towns,  and  as- 
certain whether  any  minor  or  any  children  under  six- 
teen are  there  unlawfully  employed. 

"A  failure  to  produce  to  a  truant  officer  or  an  in- 
spector of  factories  any  age  and  schooling  certificate 
or  list  required  by  this  act  shall  be  piima  facje  evi- 
dence of  the  illega  employment  of  any  person  whose 
age  and  schooling  certificate  is  not  produced,  or  whose 
name  is  not  so  listed." 

A  fine  of  not  more  than  $50  for  each  offense  is  en- 
tailed upon  both  the  child's  employer  and  his  parents 
when  a  child  under  sixteen  is  employed  unlawfully. 
Any  employer  who  continues  a  child's  illegal  employ- 
ment after  notification  is  to  be  fined  from  $5  to  120  for 
each  day's  offense. 

Every  town  of  10,000  or  more  inhabitants  must 
have  an  evenin  *  school,  in  which  they  teach  industrial 
drawing  both  freehand  and  mechanical. 

trom  seven  to  fourteen  children  must  attend  school  the 
entire  school  year. 

The  September  school  census  must  furnish  the 
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names  of  all  persons  between  five  and  fifteen,  and  of 
all  from  fourteen  to  twenty  who  cannot  read  at  sight 
and  write  legible  sentences  in  English. 

A  truant  school  is  required  in  each  county,  "either 
separately  or  conjointly  with  seme  other  counties. 

Children  who  are  unmanageable  in  school  or  hab- 
itually absent,  or  who  never  attend  school  at  all,  but 
grow  up  neglected  in  idleness  and  ignorance,  may  be 
committed  for  a  period  of  not  exceeding  two  years. 

Any  person  having  under  his  control  a  child  be- 
tween seven  and  fourteen  years  of  age  who  fails  for 
five  day  sessions  or  ten  half  day  sessions  within  any 
period  of  six  months  while  under  such  control,  to  cause 
such  child  to  attend  school  as  required  by  section 
twelve  of  this  act,  the  physical  or  mental  condition  of 
such  child  not  being  such  as  to  render  his  attendance 
at  school  harmful  or  impracticable,  upon  complaint  by 
a  truant  officer,  and  conviction  thereof,  shall  forfeit, 
and  pay  a  fine  of  not  more  th.au  twenty  dollars.  Any 
person  who  induces  or  attempts  to  induce  any  child  to 
absent  himself  unlawfully  from  school,  or  employs  or 
harbors  wThile  school  is  in  session  any  child  absent  un- 
lawfully from  school,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  net 
more  than  fifty  dollars. 

No  child  who  has  not  been  duly  vaccinated  shall 
be  admitted  to  a  public  school  except  upon  pi  esenta- 
tion  of  a  certificate  signed  by  a  regular  practising  phy- 
sician that  such  child  is  an  unfit  subject  for  vaccination. 
No  child,  who  is  a  member  of  a  household  in  which  a 
person  is  sick  with  smallpox,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  or 
measles,  or  of  a  household  exposed  to  contagion  from 
a  household  as  aforesaid,  shall  attend  any  public  school 
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during  such  sickness  or  until  the  teacher  of  the  school 
has  been  furnished  with  a  certificate  from  the  board  of 
health  of  the  town,  or  from  the  attending  physician  of 
such  sick  person,  stating  in  a  case  of  smallpox,  diphth- 
eria or  scarlet  fever,  that  a  period  of  at  least  two 
weeks,  and  in  a  case  of  measles  a  period  of  at  lea.st 
three  days,  has  elapsed  since  the  recovery,  remov- 
al or  death  of  such  person,  and  that  danger  of  the  con- 
veying of  such  disease  by  such  child  has  passed.

SELECTMEN'S  RErORT. 


Iii  reviewing  the  work  that  the  Selectmen  have 
had  undei  their  charge  during  the  past  year,  we  can 
only  give  a  report  in  hrief  but  we  trust  that  our  duties 
have  been  faithfully  fulfilled  and  our  efforts  apprecia- 
ted by  every  voter  in  the  town.  The  board  have  been 
very  unfortunate  in  losing  one  of  their  members  by 
death.  In  the  death  of  Mr.  Olney  the  town  has  lost 
one  who  was  always  enthusiastic  in  town  affairs  and 
always  working  to  bring  Southbridge  up  to  the  stan- 
dard set  by  other  New  England  towns.  We  greatly 
regret  the  death  of  Joseph  M.  Olney. 

Some  of  the  accounts  have  been  overdrawn  but 
in  all  other  cases  the  expenditures  have  been  limited 
to  the  appropriations  and  we  are  glad  to  report  a 
balance  to  some  accounts  which  for  years  have  been 
overdrawn. 

Our  bridges  and  railings  are  in  a  good  condition

with  the  exception  of  the  Chestnut  St.  hridge. 

The  appropropriation  of  $250.00  for  the  Charlton 
St.  bridge  was  far  too  small  for  the  work  intended  as 
the  lumber  alone  cost  over  $500.00. 

The  following  bridges  have  been  replanked:  Main 
St.,  Mill  St.,  Sandersdale  and  Central  St.  Some  of  the 
abutments  of  several  bridges  which  were  damaged  by 
the  heavy  freshets  of  last  winter  have  been  repaired. 

We  are  again  obliged  to  report  the  contingent 
account  largely  overdrawn  and  again  repeat  that 
contingencies  constantly  arise  that  draw  heavily  upon 
this  account  which  cannot  possibly  be  estimated  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year.  Some  items  that  have  caused 
the  accounts  to  be  overdrawn  aie  the  vaccination  of 
school  children,  the  salaries  of  cattle  inspector  and  the 
sealer  of  weights,  etc. 

We  have  furnished  a  new  room  at  the  police 
station  for  the  policemen  and  also  made  necessary  re- 
pairs to  roof  of  the  station  house. 

On  another  page  of  this  report  will  be  noticed 
what  our  uniformed  police  department  have  done  in 
the  past  year.  Our  sidewalks  were  never  in  better 
repair  than  they  are  today  and  still  there  is  a  credit 
to  that  account  of  nearly  £250.00. 

To  our  highway  department  we  are  pleased  to  re- 
port a  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  account  with  no 
outstanding  bills  on  March  1st.  The  heavy  rains  of 
Feb.  1900  left  nearly  all  our  outside  roads  and  many 
of  our  streets  badly  gullied  and  washed  out,  necessi- 
tating comparatively  a  large  expenditure  for  this  pur- 
pose as  outlined  in  our  report  of  last  year.  The  cul- 
verts and  drains  were  also  all  filled  with  the  wa^h 
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detritus  and  required  quite  an  outlay  when  compared 
with  previous  years'  expenses  for  this  kind  of  work, 
in  addition  to  the  regular  grading,  graveling,  etc. 

A  now  and  heavier  layer  of  broken  stone  was  laid 
on  Hamilton  street  between  Main  and  Crane  streets. 

The  thin  coat  or  relay  surfacing  of  this  street 
which  Wcis  done  three  years  ago  had  become  settled 
by  the  large  amount  of  traffic  confined  to  such  a  nar- 
row way,  yet  it  had  answered  its  purpose  and  stood 
the  travel  better  than  was  expected  when  first  done,  so 
much  so  that  we  felt  justified  in  doing  the  work  again 
out  of  the  regular  appropriation  in  the  same  manner 
by  using  a  thicker  layer  of  stone  this  time.  We  would 
call  your  attention  again  to  our  recommendations  of 
last  year  with  regard  to  the  use  of  broken  stone  <  n 
our  highways  rather  than  gravel. 

A  small  appropriation  for  this  purpose  each  year 
would  soon  have  our  streets  and  highways  in  a  first- 
class  condition,  and  the  cost  of  repairs  would  be 
reduced  to  a  minimum.

BOARD  OF  HEALTH  REPORT. 


The  Board  of  Health  respectfully  submit  their  re- 
port for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1900. 

During  the  year  a  recommendation  was  made  to 
local  Boards  of  Health  by  the  State  Board  urging  the 
importance  of  vaccination  for  the  people  because  of  the 
beginning  of  an  epidemic  of  small-pox  in  Fall  River, 
New  Bedford  and  other  mill  towns.  Your  board  be- 
lieving it  to  be  a  wise  measure  provided  the  people  with 
vaccination  accordingly  at  considerable  expense  to  the 
town,  over  1200  people  availed  themselves  of  the  op- 
portunity thus  offered. 

The  town's  sanitary  condition  is  very  good  but  few 
cases  of  contagious  diseases  occurred  and  these  were 
of  a  very  mild  type,  no  fatal  cases  having  occurred. 

We  most  heartily  recommend  a  continuation  of 
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the  sewer  system  on  Pine  street  also  Morton  court  and 
that  part  of  Hamilton  street  between  Hook  and  Main 

streets.

REPORT  OF  THE  SINKING  FUND 
COMMISSIONERS. 


The  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners  respectfully 
submit  herewith  their  first  annual  report. 

During  the  past  year  the  balance  of  the  four  per 
cent,  bonds  of  this  town  issued  to  the  amount  of  Fifty 
Thousand  Dollars  for  the  construction  of  sewers,  have 
been  sold.  The  entire  bond  issue  was  bought  by  Messrs 
Jose,  Parker  &  Co.,  brokers,  of  Boston,  at  various 
times,  as  same  was  offered,  and  the  premiums  paid 
amounted  to  $7,895.04.  The  Sinking  Fund  Commis- 
sioners have  voted  to  invest  this  amount,  and  other 
amounts  as  received,  in  the  various  Savings  Banks  of 
this  Commonwealth,  since  the  security  is  the  best  and 
any  amounts  received  can  speedily  be  placed  at  inter- 
est.   The  interest  lates  of  the  Savings  Banks  are  tend- 
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ing  downward  and  it  seems  probable  that  the  rate  will 
soon  be  3£  per  cent,  for  the  majority  of  the  Banks. 
While  this  rate  is  small,  we  are  not  able  to  buy  ap- 
proved securities  for  investment  that  will  net  more,  as 
is  shown  by  the  price  of  our  own  bonds,  which  are 
occasionally  offered  at  11 7 A ,  which  only  nets  the  pur- 
chaser about  .'5  1-10  per  cent,  on  his  money.  The  large 
premium  for  which  our  bonds  were  sold  is  due  in  large 
measure  to  the  skill  and  ability  displayed  by  the  Town 
Treasurer,  John  A.  Hall,  Esq.,  in  disposing  of  them  and 
saves  the  Town  from  making  any  appropriation  for  the 
Sinking  Fund  this  year.  The  detailed  statement  fol- 
lows : —

LIBRARIAN  S  REPORT. 

The  library  has  been  open  306  days  during  the 
past  year.  21408  volumes  have  been  given  out  during 
this  time,  making  an  average  circulation  of  70  books 
per  day.  The  circulation  of  fiction  has  decreased  2 
per  cent,  that  of  juvenile  books  has  increased  2  1-4 
per  cent.    The  other  sections  have  varied  but  a  trifle. 

Three  hundred  and  ninety-three  volumes  have 
been  added,  146  volumes  have  been  rebound.  The  an- 
nual inventory  of  the  library  was  taken  in  Feb.,  seven 
books  were  missing  but  some  of  these  will  probably  be 
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found  later.  The  library  has  subscribed  for  the 
"Nouveau  Larousse  Illustre"  an  encyclopedia  in  French 
to  be  published  in  7  volumes.  Four  volumes  have 
been  published  and  these  will  shortly  be  in  the  library. 
It  is  a  general  encyclopedia  including  articles  on  the 
sciences,  the  arts,  history,  biography,  geography,  etc. 
The  articles  have  been  prepared  by  well  known 
Bp3cialists  and  the  whole  work  has  been  carefully  and 
thoroughly  done.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  those  who 
read  French  will  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity 
for  using  the  encyclopedia. 

A  new  volume  of  "Murray's  English  dictionary" 
has  been  added  to  the  library.  This  includes  "F"  and 
"G." 

Finding  lists  of  "Science,  useful  and  fine  arts" 
also  of  "Language  and  literature"  have  been  printed 
and  can  be  obtained  at  the  library  free  of  charge.  The 
books  in  these  sections  have  been  arranged  according 
to  subject  on  the  shelves.  One  hundred  sets  of  all  the 
finding  lists  printed  to  date  have  been  bound  and  copies 
are  to  be  placed  in  each  room  of  the  schools,  the  Y.  M. 
C.  A.,  etc. 

Through  the  Library  art  club  of  which  the  library 
remains  a  member,  and  the  Woman's  education  asso- 
ciation pictures  have  been  exhibited  of  Green  Mt.  and 
Lake  Champlaiu  valley  scenery,  of  China  and  South- 
ern Louisiana;  original  drawings  of  Scribnei\s  maga- 
zine illustrations;  Florence,  Italy.  Nuremberg,  Germany  . 
York,  England;  trips  across  the  continent;  Birds  and 
animals;  Spanish  war. 

Ten  books  at  a  time  have  been  loaned  to  the  Y, 
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M.  C.  A.  where  they  are  circulated  for  home  use  as 
well  as  for  reading  in  the  reading  rooms.  Three  hun- 
dred and  nineteen  new  readers  have  been  registered 
since  March  1,  1900. 

Twenty-four  hook  covers  were  purchased  to  place 
on  the  current  periodicals  for  circulation. 

A  number  of  interesting  old  pamplets  and  papers 
were  presented  to  the  libraiy  by  the  Leonard  estate, 
among  them  a  copy  of  the  "Keformer  and  moralist*' 
printed  in  Southbridge  March  6,  1828. 

The  shelf  room  has  been  so  nearly  filled  up  that 
by  the  end  of  another  year  it  will  be  necessary  to  use 
some  method  of  adding  to  it. 

It  does  not  seem  to  be  understood  by  the  public  in 
general  that  two  books  may  be  drawn  on  a  card  at 
the  same  time  but  that  only  one  of  these  may  be  a 
work  of  fiction.

SEWER   COMMISSIONERS'  RE- 
PORT. 


The  sewer  commissioners,  during  the  last  year, 
have  continued  the  work  outlined  in  their  last  report 
and  have  completed  the  trunk  line  along  Crane  street 
and  Eiver  street  to  Mill  street,  have  laid  pipe  in  Ham- 
ilton street  from  Union  to  Pine,  on  Crane  from  depot, 
easterly  to  Hamilton,  also  the  cemetery  trunk  line, 
from  corner  of  Main  and  Mechanics  street  along  Main 
street,  private  land,  Oak  Eidge  cemetery  and  Cohasse 
street  to  Everett  street. 

By  the  completion  of  these  two  trunk  lines  we 
have  made  the  sewers  accessible  to  the  greatest  num- 
bers for  future  use,  and  have  built  nearly  all  the  lines 
which  go  through  private  lands,  so  that  in  future, 
work  can  be  carried  on  and  the  lines  extended  to  re- 
lieve any  district  which  may  call  for  it.  At  the  same 
time  the  town  may  feel  assured  that  it  will  receive  in

assessments  the  full  two-thirds  of  the  cost  of  each  ex- 
tension, which  will  be  paid  by  abutters,  as  per  your 
vote  of  May  15,  1899. 

Having  completed  these  trunk  lines,  we  believe 
that  all  extensions  should  be  by  vote  passed  at  the  an- 
nual April  town  meeting,  and  that  appropriations  be 
made  for  each  extension. 

At  a  town  meeting  held  Nov.  13,  1900,  the  sewei? 
commissioners  made  a  report  and  the  following  ex- 
tract is  taken  from  the  town  clerk's  record  of  said 
meeting. 

REPORT  OF  NOV.  13,  1900. 

"The  board  of  sewer  commissioners  who  were 
elected  May  15,  1899,  having  completed  what  they 
consider  the  preliminary  work  of  constructing  and  es- 
tablishing the  sewer  system  adopted  by  the  town,  de- 
sire at  this  time  to  make  and  submit  a  report  of  their 
work  and  expenditures  to  date. 

In  accordance  with  the  plans  and  system  of  sew- 
ers adopted  by  the  town,  your  commissioners  pro- 
ceeded first  to  construct  the  filter  beds,  which,  with 
the  approaches  thereto,  cost  $11,476.00.  They  then 
proceeded  to  construct  the  main  sewers  or  drains,  lead- 
ing from  the  principal  streets  to  the  filter  beds,  which 
included  the  extending  of  the  main  sewer  from  its  orig- 
inal outlet  into  Lensdale  pond  down  through  the  Main 
street,  to  the  present  entrance  to  the  filter  beds.  In 
constructing  these  main  sewers  or  drains  into  which 
the  lateral  or  smaller  sewers  will  eventually  empty, 
we  followed  the  plans  adopted,  and  were  obliged  to 
construct  the  same  largely  through  private  lands  and 
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lands  now  owned  by  the  town,  as  through  Oak  Ridge 
Cemetery.  We  have  constructed  a  total  of  13,089 
feet  of  drain  or  sewer,  of  which  about  9,761  feet  we 
consider  main  drain  or  sewer,  and  is  built  largely 
through  private  or  town  lands,  which  lands  are  there- 
fore not  assessable,  and  the  balance  of  about  4,329 
feet,  is  built  in  streets,  and  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
benefit  abutters,  and  render  them  liable  to  assessment. 

The  work  which  your  commissioners  have  done  is 
largely  that  preliminary  \\  ork  which  places  the  system 
adopted  in  such  a  position  that  from  this  time  forward 
sewers  can  be  constructed  in  our  streets  and  the  con- 
tents thereof  be  carried  and  delivered  upon  the  filter 
beds. 

The  cost  of  constructing  the  drains  or  sewers  as 
paid  out  to  date  has  been  $35,650.00. 

The  board  can  not  believe  that  the  citizens  of  this 
town  would  think  it  fair  or  equitable  exercise  of  the 
powers  confided  to  the  board  to  assess  the  whole 
expense  of  the  main  drains  or  sewers  upon  the  few 
who  pre  reached  by  the  sewers  which  are  assessable 
under  the  work  done  at  the  present  time.  It  would 
be,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board,  unjust,  unfair  and 
oppressive  to  assess  upon  those  few  the  expense  of  a 
system  of  main  drains  or  sewers,  which  has  been  con- 
structed for  the  benefit  of  the  whole  town,  those  who 
have  been  benefited  and  those  who  may  and  those 
who  will  be  benefited  in  the  future.  It  is  preliminary 
work,  necessary  to  establish  the  complete  system,  and 
in  the  opinion  of  the  board  should  be  paid  by  the  whole 
town. 
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The  board  therefore  recommend  that  the  town 
pay  the  sum  of  $28,000  to  cover  the  costs  of  the  main 
drains  or  sewers  so  constructed,  including  the  town's 
proportion  of  all  the  sewers  constructed  to  date,  and 
that  the  balance  of  the  costs  of  constructing  the  seweis 
built  to  date  be  assessed  upon  the  abutters,  who  are 
assessable  in  accordance  with  the  vote  passed  by  the 
town  May  15,  1899."

Voted:  That  the  town  accept  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners,  and  approve  of  the 
recommendations  contained  therein. 

Voted :  That  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners 
be  authorized  to  pay  from  the  funds  voted  by  the 
town,  the  sum  of  $28,000,  toward  the  costs  of  the  main 
drains  or  sewers,  including  the  town's  porportion  of 
the  costs  of  constructing  of  all  drains  or  sewers  to 
date,  and  that  the  commissioners  be  instructed  to  as- 
sess the  balance  of  the  costs  of  the  construction  of  the 
sewers  built  to  date,  upon  the  abbutters  who  are  as- 
sessable in  accordance  with  the  vote  passed  May  15, 
1899. 

The  assessment  plans  for  all  work  done  the  past 
two  years  were  prepared  and  your  board  having  passed 
on  the  frontage  of  abutters  assessable,  according  to 
the  special  Legislative  act.

HOUSE  CONNECTIONS. 
After  considerable  discussion,  the  Board  has  de- 
cided that  in  future  all  house  connections  must  be  done 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Commissioners,  and  that 
no  abutter  w  ill  be  given  authority  to  open  the  street  or 
make  connections.  To  provide  for  house  connections 
and  to  keep  an  accurate  tile  of  all  premises  connected 
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with  the  main  sewer,  blanks  have  been  provided,  and 
in  all  cases  where  abutters  desire  to  connect  with  the 
sewer,  these  blanks  must  be  used. 

The  work  of  making  connections  will  be  done  by 
employees  of  the  Commissioners  and  the  abutters 
must  pay  the  expense  before  they  can  use  the  private 
drain.  In  past  years  no  record  lias  been  kept  of  houses 
connected  and  it  will  be  necessary  for  us  to  have  a  can- 
vas made  of  each  house  along  the  lines  of  all  sewers, 
which  we  hope  to  do  this  coming  y  ear.  The  rules  gov- 
erning the  use  of  sewers  will  be  published,  so  that  all 
who  wish,  may  obtain  a  copy.

SEWER  ENGINEERS  REPORT 

Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  of  Southbridgi , 
gentlemen: — 

The  sewer  work  of  the  year  1900  was  a  continua- 
tion of  the  1899  contract  v\ith  Baker  &  Judson.  The 
North  to  Crane  street  trunk  line  not  being  complete, 
work  was  continued  through  land  occupied  by  A. 
Daniels;  thence  along  Crane  street  to  Hamilton  and 
on  Hamilton  easterly  to  Pine. 

New  contracts  were  made  with  the  same  contrac- 
tors for  the  easterly  part  of  Crane  street  from  Hamil- 
ton to  near  Bernard  Silk's,  also  on  River  street  from 
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Crane  near  the  freight  depot  westerly  to  Mill  street. 
Oil  this  line,  just  westerly  of  the  Quinebaug  River,  the 
pipe  would  be  so  near  the  surface  of  the  ground,  it 
was  decided  to  use  iron  pipe  as  far  as  land  of  Mrs. 
Emily  Surprenant.  Some  delay  was  experienced  in 
getting  the  iron  specials  for  house  connections  which 
necessitated  a  slight  delay  in  clearing  up  the  street. 
The  pipe  across  the  River  was  hung  on  iron  hangers, 
attached  to  the  stringers  of  the  wooden  bridge. 

While  this  work  was  in  progress  your  board  de- 
cided that  the  Trunk  line  through  Oak  Ridge  Ceme- 
tery from  Main  street  near  Hyde  Mfg.  Co.  factory  to 
Everett  street  should  be  done.  Accordingly  specifica- 
tions were  made  which  required  all  pipe  laid  in  Port- 
la  ml  cement.  This  on  account  of  the  wet  character  of 
the  land  through  which  the  sewer  was  to  be  laid. 
Considerable  rock  was  encountered  on  Main  street 
which  required  the  closing  of  that  part  of  the  street  to 
travel  for  a  short  time.  And  on  Cohasse  street  there 
was  so  much  water  that  under-drains  were  laid  with  an 
outlet  at  the  brook  on  the  land  of  the  John  B.  Edwards 
Estate.  For  this  under-diain  a  double  line  of  four-inch 
Akron  pipe  was  laid  with  open  joints,  in  broken  stone 
beneath  the  12  inch  sewer  main;  and  these  led  and 
connected  into  an  outlet  of  6  inch  Akron  pipe,  laid  with 
cement  joints.  The  totals  of  construction  and  supplies 
are  given  in  the  Auditor's  report  of  the  Board's  ex- 
penses. 

The  leak  in  the  Mechanics  street  pipe  was  repaired 
in  August. 

This  leak  was  caused  by  the  settling  of  the  iron 
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pipe  in  one  of  the  Clemence  box-shop  culverts,  whicn 
broke  the  bell  on  the  Akron  pipe  in  which  it  fitted. 
This  work  was  completed  on  a  Sunday,  thus  not  sub- 
jecting to  inconvenience  the  Clemence  factory.  This 
line  has  given  no  trouble  since  the  repairs  were  made. 

During  December  measurements  were  taken  on 
the  sewer  beds  to  determine  the  flow  of  sewTage;  and 
the  results  are  tabulated  opposite.  The  sewage  was 
changed  regularly  each  day,  so  as  to  use  all  beds  in  as 
nearly  the  same  proportion  as  the  flow  varied.  There 
is  quite  a  difference  in  the  absorption  and  consequent- 
ly filtering  of  different  beds;  which  but  emphasizes  the 
results  of  other  filtration  areas;  viz:  That  to  get  the 
best  results  the  beds  must  have  constant  and  intelli- 
gent care.

to  the  cemetery  committee. 

Gentlemen: — 

The  work  of  removing  the  sand  bank  and  grading 
up  the  low  land  has  been  continued  and  nearly  com- 
pleted, I  expected  to  finish  it  this  year  but  found  there 
was  much  more  material  to  move  than  was  expected, 
which  has  enabled  us  to  grade  more  land  than  we  an- 
ticipated. I  think  there  is  enough  material  left  to  fill 
up  the  remaining  low  places.  After  the  grading  is 
finished  we  have  several  hundred  loads  of  loam  to 
spread  over  the  new  made  land  which  will  complete  all 
that  kind  of  work  that  will  ever  need  to  be  done. 

We  have  set  out  the  past  year  nearly  two  hun- 
dred trees,  shrubs  and  evergreens,  mostly  of  dwarf 
varieties,  nearly  all  of  them  lived  and  made  good 
growth. 

The  low  land  south  of  the  tomb  ,has  been  raised 
about  three  feet  and  many  of  the  monuments  had  to  be 
raised  which  made  considerable  work.  A  new  road 
was  built  across  the  land  and  a  paved  gutter  was  put 
in  that  extended  down  to  the  pond,  which  will  carry 
off  all  the  water  from  that  part  of  the  yard.  The  lots 
are  perfectly  dry  and  very  desirable. 

The  usual  routine  work  of  keeping  the  cemetery 
-has  been  carefully  attended  too. 
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Much  interest  is  felt  by  the  public  in  the  improve- 
ments now  being  carried  on  and  there  seems  to  be  a 
strong  desire  to  have  it  completed;  after  this  is  done 
there  will  not  be  any  need  for  much  more  money  being 
appropriated  by  the  town.  The  cemetery  fund  is  in- 
creasing each  year  and  in  a  short  time  the  interest  will 
be  sufficient  to  keep  it  in  order. 

I  would  recommend  that  we  ask  the  town  to  com- 
plete the  work  that  is  nearly  finished.

The  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  herewith 
presents  his  report  for  the  year  ending  March  1st, 
1901. 

I  have  not  had  so  much  to  contend  with  as  last 
year  as  the  number  of  street  peddlers  and  hawkers 
have  diminished  about  fifty  per  cent,  since  Ave  have 
prevented  the  use  of  short  scales  and  measures,  until 
the  cut  price  peddler  is  met  with  only  at  rare  intervals 
and  the  merchant  is  thereby  protected  from  the  ruin- 
ous competition  of  the  short  measure  man.  I  would 
also  say  that  we  have  had  two  cases  before  the  court 
for  using  short  scales  and  measures  and  in  each  case 
they  were  fined  and  both  parties  belonged  out  of  town. 
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St.  1900,  Chapter  339. 
an  act  to  regulate  the  size  of  berry  baskets. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  All  baskets  oi  other  receptacles  used  or 
intended  to  be  used  in  the  sale  of  strawberries,  rasp- 
berries, blackberries,  cherries,  currants  and  gooseber- 
ries shall  be  of  the  capacity  of  one  quart,  one  pint,  or 
one  half  pint,  Massachusetts  standard  dry  measure. 

Sec  2.  Whoever  sells  or  offers  for  sale  a  basket  or 
other  receptacle  not  conforming  to  said  standard,  to  be 
used  in  the  sale  of  any  of  the  aforesaid  fruit,  and  who- 
ever cells  or  offers  for  sale  any  of  the  aforesaid  fruit  in 
any  basket  or  other  receptacle  not  conforming  to  the 
said  standard,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  ten  dollars  for  each 
offence. 

Sec.  3.  The  said  baskets  or  other  receptacles  shall 
not  be  required  to  be  tested  and  sealed  as  provided  by 
chapter  sixty-five  of  the  Public  Statutes,  but  the  sealer 
or  deputy  sealer  of  weights  and  n,easures  of  any  city 
or  town,  or  the  deputy  sealer  of  the  commonwealth, 
may,  when  he  so  desires,  and  shall  upon  complaint, 
test  the  capacity  of  any  basket  or  other  receptacle  in 
which  any  of  the  aforesaid  fruit  is  sold  or  intended  to 
be  sold ;  and  when  the  same  is  found  to  contain  less 
thau  the  standard  measure  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  seize 
the  same,  and  to  make  complaint  against  the  vender 
for  the  violation  of  the  law. 

Sec  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of 
January  in  the  year  nineteen  hundrd  and  one. 
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proved  May  M,  1900. 

St.  1900,  Chapter  369. 

an  act  relative  to  the  sealing  of  bottles  and  cans 
used  by  milkmen. 

Be,  it  enacted^  etc.,  as  follows; 

Section  1.  Cans,  bottles  or  other  receptacles  used 
for  the  distribution  of  "milk  or  cream  to  the  consumer 
shall  be  sealed  as  measures,  under  the  provision  of 
section  twelve  of  chapter  sixty-five  of  the  Public 
Statutes  ;  and  no  fee  shall  be  charged  or  received  for 
sealing  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  in  cities  on  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December  of  the  current  year,  and  in 
towns  on  the  first  day  of  March  in  the  year  nineteen 
•hundred  and  one.    [Approved  Jane  6,  1900.

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Health  will  license  per- 
sons to  engage  in,  or  work  at  the  business  of  plumb- 
ing, provided  they  have  passed  satisfactorily  the  ex- 
amination required  by  law,  and  no  person  shall  woik 
at  or  engage  in  the  business  of  plumbing  unless  he 
shall  have  first  obtained  a  license  and  shall  have  regis- 
tered his  name  and  place  of  business  in  the  office  of 
the  Board  of  Health. 

Sec  -1.  No  person  shall  proceed  to  costruct,  alter, 
ad  1  t  >,  (>;•  change  any  portion  of  tbe  plumbing  or 
drainage  system  of  a  building  (except  to  repair  leaks) 
until  he  has  filed  at  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Health, 
a  plan  showing  the  work  to  be  performed. 

.  Sec.  3.  The  Inspectors  of  Plumbing  mutt  be  noti- 
fied when  any  work  is  ready  for  inspection,  and  all 
pipes  and  other  fixtures  must  not  be  covered  or  con- 
cealed from  view  until  inspected  and  approved. 

Sec  4.  No  person  shall  connect  with  the  sewer  or 
any  drain  on  a  public  street  without  a  permit  from  the 
Board  of  Health,  and  the  sewage  from  each  and  every 
building  on  streets  through  whick  the  public  seirer 
runs,  shall  be  connected  with  said  sewer  and  if  such 
sewer  is  not  provided  the  sewage  shall  be  disposed  of 
in  a  manner  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health.

GREETING  : 

In  the  name  of  the  commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts, you  are  hereby  requested  to  notify  the  inhabi- 
tants'of  the  town  of  Southbridge,  aforesaid,  qualified 
to  vote  in  elections  in  town  affairs  to  meet  in  the  town 
hall,  in  said  Southbridge,  on  Monday,  the  1st  day  of 
April,  at  i>  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  on  the  fol- 
lowing articles :
